Philadelphia, Pa., Nov. 24.—[ Special. ]—** Be 
not disturbed; there is no danger from em- 
pire; there is no fear for the republic.“ With 
these words President McKinley tonight, in 
his first public address since the election, re- 
plied to the charges made by his political op- 
ponents during the national campaign. - 

The President's speech was delivered at 
the annual banquet of the Union League club, 
one of the oldest and most Influential Repub- 
lican organizations of the country, the occa- 
sion being the celebration of ‘“‘ Founders’ 
Day.” President McKinley was the guest of 
honor, there being present also Governor 
Theodore Roosevelt of New York, Vice i- 
dent-elect, and all the members of b- 
inet, with the exception of Secretary o 
Root, who is in Cuba. ; fe: *

election, He said that the victory won at the 
polls could not be considered in any sense an 
individual triumph, but instead was a decla- 
ration by the people of what they wanted

| Meaning of People’s Verdict. 

That the verdict ot the people was against | 

the false doctrine of class distinction, for a 
maintenance of the gold standard, for com- 
mercial expansion, for beneficent govern- 
ment under American sovereignty in the 
Philippines, and for the honor of national 
obligations, the President said was plaln to 
all. He expressed satisfaction at the de- 
cisive nature of the victory, and gave credit 
to all the forces combining to elect the Re- 
publican ticket. These, he said, included 
many who belonged to another party and 
many former Republicans, who had been 
separated from the party, but had returned 
to their old faith. A special tribute was paid 
to. the great body of labor, engaged in me- 
chanics and agriculture, who contributed to 
the success.

God forbid that any citi- 
zen selected for that sacred trust should ever 
F attémpt to divert the will of the sovereign 
people or tamper with the sanctity of their 
ballots. 
Must Learn Will of People. . 

“Some disappointments follow all elec- 
tions; but all men rejoice when an election 
‘is so decisive as to admit of neither dispute 
nor contest. The value of a national victory 
can only be rightly measured and appreciated 
by what it averts, as well as by what it ac- 
complishes. It is fortunate for the party 


in power if it understands the true meaning 


of the result. Those charged by the people 
with administration and legislation are re- 
quired to interpret as well as to execute 
the public will, and its rightful interpreta- 
tion is essential to its faithful execution. 

We cannot overestimate the great im- 
portance and the far-reaching consequences 
of the electoral contest which ended on the 
eth of November. It has to me no personal 
phase. It is not the triumph of an individual, 
nor altogether of a party, but an emphatic 
declaration by the people of what they be- 
eve and would have maintained in govern- 
ment. A great variety of subjects was pre- 
sented and discussed in the progress of the 
campaign. We may differ as to the extent 
of the influence of the several issues in- 
volved, but we are all agreed as to certain 
things which it settled.

Governor and Vice President-eleet Roose-

“I feel that we are to be congratulated 
not merely es Republicans, but as Ameri- 
cans, becauge we approach the twentieth 
century in the Knowledge that this people. 
have, with seriousness of purpose, set their 
faces to a proper solution of all the many 
problems which a great nation has to meet | 
and which this nation must solve glike in 
its home policy and in doing its share of the 
world work that confronts all the great world 
powers. 

Senator Lodge, Senator Wolcott, and a 
number of other speakers then were suc- 
cessively presented. 

Crowds Cheer the Executive. 

The Presidential party arrived in the city 
in a special train at 8:80 o'clock this af ter- 
noon and was met at the station by a com- 
mittee of Union League members. Car- 
riages were in waiting and the party was 
driven through the principal streets in the 
center of the city, escorted by the First City 
Troop. An immense throng was in waiting 
at the railroad station and the appearance 
of the President was the signal for an en- 
thusiastic outbreak of applause. Women 
waved handkerchiefs and silk flags and men 
raised their hats as President McKinley 
passed. From the train to his carriage Mr. 
McKinley carried his silk hat in his hand 
and bowed in acknowledgment of the greet- 
ing extended him. 

At the conclusion of the dinner the Presi- 
dent held a reception, when the members of 
the Union League individually paid their re- 
spects to him. At midnight the President 
left for Washington. 


NEWS OF CZAR IS CONFLICTING. 


Prince of Wales Said to Have Been In- 
formed of His Death—Denied at 
Russian Embassy. 


LONDON, Nov. 


28. 2:30 a. m—A news 
agency here says it is reported that the 
Prince of Wales informed the Marlborough 
club that the Czar is dead, but it is unable to 
secure any confirmation of the rumor. 

Washington, D. C., Nov. 24.—[Special.}]— 
At the Russian Embassy tonight the state- 
ment was positively made that no news of 
the death of the Czar had been received, and 
the rumors sent from Europe were not be- 
lieved. 

BERLIN, Nov. 24.—The course of the 
Cnar's illness is eagerly watched by the 
bourse and public, for it is said that official 
information has reached here saying the 
Czar is much better. The officials at the Brit- 
ish Embassy consider - the Czar’s condition 
as not serious, as otherwise the embassy 
would have been informed. 

LIVADIA, European Russia, Nov. 24.—The 
bulletin issued today on the subject of the 
Czar’s health was encouraging. It said; 

“The Czar passed a good day yesterday. 
He slept twice. His Majesty's general con- 
dition ts good. At 9 in the evening his tem- 
perature was 101.8; pulse, 72. The Emperor 
slept well during the night. This morning 
his condition is perfectly satisfactory. At 9 
a. m. his temperature was 100.6; pulse, 78. 


SENATOR DAVIS HOLDS HIS OWN.

Strike of the Woodworkers 

Culminates in the Murder 
of Harry Farress of 
the Ganger klant. 


LIE IN WAIT FOR VICTIM. 
Attacked by Two Men While on 
His Way to Work and One 


of Three Shots Fired 
‘Proves Fatal. 


REWARD FOR THE SLAYERS. 


Hostilities waged by members of the 
Woodworkers’. union, on strike for three 
months, against non-union men who have 
taken their places culminated yesterday 
morning in the murder of Harry Farress, 
foreman in John A. Gauger & Co.'s sash, 
door, and blind factory, 481 West Twenty- 
second street. | 

Farress, who lived at 1568 North Halsted 
street, was waylaid and shot to death while 
on his way to work. His employers and the 
police say the murder was carefully planned 
and carried out by men associated with or 
known to the union. 

The news of the killing has wrought up 
the business-men in the lumber district, who 
are intent on punishing the perpetrators of 
the crime. Within an hour after the mur- 
der the Gauger telephone was kept busy by 
heads of business houses, who offered to sub- 
scribe sums of $100 and $200 each for a 
fund to reward the capture of the slayer 
‘and his accomplices and for a vigorous 
prosecution of them. 


Want to Interview Jack Graves. 

Among the individuals whom the police 
are anxious to interview in connection with 
the murder is Jack Graves, who was con- 
victed for complicity in the holdup of a 
street car fn 1898. It is thought he may be 
able to throw some light on the Farress case. 

The man who did the shooting is known by 
name to the police. A close personal de- 
scription of him has been sent to all sta- 
tions, and as his friends and haunts are 
known his capture is regarded as probable. 

Frank Martin, 107 Fremont street, and Ray 
Ringold, two members of Woodworkers’ 
Union No. 7, already are being held at the 
Maxwell Street Station in the belief that they 
may be able to throw light on the crime. 

Martin and Ringold were arrested near the 
scene of the murder, in Blum's saloon at 
Throop and Twenty-second street, which had 
been the headquarters for the union pickets 
since the inauguration of the strike. The 
prisoners deny any knowledge of the shoot- 
ing 


At the time of the shooting, a few minutes 
before 7 in the morning, Farress was accom- 
panied by Kay Ros&man, 351 Morgan street: 
Charles Schreiber, 1019 Fletcher street; and 
William Ehilen, 1242 Melrose street, who 
worked with him in the Gauger plant. Far- 
ress, Schreiber, and Ehlen had been riding in 
a North Halsted street electric car. At 
Canalport avenue, they say, Martin left the 
car and walked souhwest in Canalport 
avenue. 


Murderers Wait for Victim. 

The three men rode to Twenty-first street, 
where they met Rossman in a feed store 
which, since the beginning of the strike, had 
been their regular meeting place. After a 
few minutes’ conversation they started for 
the Gauger plant, Ehlen and Schreiber being 
in the lead, while Rossman and Farress fol- 
lowed. At Twenty- second and Morgan 
streets Ehien ad Schreiber passed between 
two men, one of whom was leaning against 
The other stood near the ot - 

“Let these two go by,” said one of the 
men as Ehlen and Schreiber passed. Farress 
and Rossman were forty feet behind. 

Farress apparently noticed the strangers 
and stopped for a minute. Rossman turned 
and saw Farress trying to get his revolver 
out of his pocket. At the same time the 
two men sprang at the foreman. 

“Now we have got him,” exclaimed one 
of the men, as he held Farress by the throat 
and flourished a revolver. 


Farress Shot in Back. 

Farress broke away and the man fired, the 
bullet entering Farress’ back. The wounded 
man wheeled about and fired a shot that went 
wild and the assailants fired two shots as 
they ran away and disappeared in the lumber 
yards south of the Burlington tracks across 
the street. 

Rossman ran to the aid of Farress and car- 
ried him to the steps of a near-by bullding. 
The bullet had landed near the heart and the 
wounded man was bleeding from nose and 
mouth. He lived only a few minutes. 

The Canalport avenue police, two blocks 
away, were notified and took the body to the 
county morgue. The inquest, which was to 
be held at 2 o'clock yesterday afternoon, was 
postponed until the same hour on Wednes- 
day, because the widow of the murdered man 
kson 

ac of the Sheffield Avenue 
Station called on Mrs. Farress and told her 
she was wanted at the m@gue to attend an 
inquest. Mrs. Farress, who had left her two 
children inside the house, followed Jackson 
out on the steps and plied him with queries. 

What inquest?’ she asked, and as the 
policeman hesitated and stammered some- 
thing about being calm, she fainted. 


Strike Productive of Trouble. 

The woodworkers’ strike, which has cost 
Farress’ life, was started three months ago 
by the demands of the union men for an 
eight-hour day. The struggle has been 
marked by many assaults and disturbances. 

Martin, who is under arrest, is accused by 
Ehlen of having assaulted him a month ago 
at Herndon street and Belmont avenue. On 
Oct. 15 Adam Maisch, former secretary of 
the union, was shot in the back at Seeley 
avenue and Otto street. 

Joseph Aldrich, non-union woodworker. 
employed by Philip Rinn, Division and Cros- 
by streets, was attacked on Nov. 18 by Ber- 
nard Hutsel and William Fuchs, at Halsted 
and Vedder streets. The assailants choked 
Aldrich, who shot and wounded Hutsel and 
severely injured Fuchs. Hutsel and 
were arrested.

BAD COAL POR THE 


Fuel Delivered by O'Gara, King & Co. 
Found te Be Below the Contract 
Grade and Many Cases of Short 
Weight Come te Netice—Commis- 
stoners Will Be Asked to Station an 
Inspector at the Cars—Indigent Are 


Though Cook County; through its County 
Agent; has been supplying coal to the poor 
during only nineteen days of the present 


.| inclement season, complaints already have 


reached County Agent George 8. Oleson that 
O’Gara, King & Co., holders of this contract, 
have not properly carried out their agree- 
ment. Cases of short weight have been dis- 
covered, and one driver has been removed. 
In this case a quarter ton was delivered 
for a half ton. ' 
Inspection of coal left for unfortunates on 
county orders shows that there is much dust 
and smhkll. coal broken to the fineness of 
dirt, with a percentage of slate and other 
foreign substances. 
Since Tue TRIBUNS’S investigation, sup- 
ported by chemical tests, showed that this 
firm, as holders of other county contracts, 
had delivered inferior grades of Indiana, IIli- 
nois, and other coals to the great county in- 
stitutions—the County Hospital, the Crim- 
inal Court Building, the Courthouse, and 
the insane’ asylum and poorhouse at Dun- 
ning—it is asserted that greater care has 
Has a Coal Reform Plan. 
To assure constant delivery to the poor of 
the grade of coal demanded on the County 
Agent's contract Assistant County Agent 
Pasdeloup will ask the new Board of County 
Commissioners, which assumes control on 
Dec. 3, to appoint a practical coal man as 
inspector to keep watch on the coal received 
by the contractors and to see that the coal 
delivered is always up to the required qual 
ity. In addition to this a printed notice is 
given each applicant for fuel, stating that he 
is entitled to one-half ton of clean coal.’ 
It full weight is not received he is asked to 
make complaint at once that the County 
Agent's inspector may make an immediate 
investigation. 
President O’Gara of the contracting firm 
contends that his compang is delivering the 
coal demanded by the contract—Hocking (O.) 
screen lump coal. He ‘would not assert 
definitely: whether or net all this coal had 
been “ forked" from the cars (instead of 
shoveled), as required by the contract, so 
that the dirt and dust may be screened 
through the prongs of the fork. 
Any short weight Mr. O’Gara laid to the 
. drivers, either through carelessness or in- 
tent. Then he washed his hands of any re- 
sponsibility for drivers or teaming contracts, 
urging that the firm’s foreman attended to 
the work of engaging teams for hauling the 
coal. 


First Case of Short Weight. 

The first case of short weight clinched by 
Inspector Curtin of the County Agent’s of- 
fice was on Nov. 18. The supplying of coal 
to the poor had beet begun only eight days 
before.’ Sam Breindel, 179 West Four 
teenth place, served a formal notice on Nov. 
I that the half ton of cal left him on the 
County Agent’s order was under weight. 
Curtin at once made an examination, and his 
report, made on the following day; is now on 
file in the County Agent’s office. It reads: 

Short about 500 pounds. Will send the coal to 
make up. Have discharged driver. CURTIN. 

Within ten days after the hauling began 
three short weight cases were reported. 
There have been many complaints charging 
delay in deliveries. In some of the cases, 
however, mistakes in addresses have been 
made. 

The one statement made by the County 
Agent’s men in behalf of O’Gara, King & 
Co. is that “they will make up shortages.” 
But, they add, the evidence of short weight 
is usually so conclusive that it cannot be 


disputed. 
Dust and Slate in Bin. 

Among the coal delivered by O'Gara, King 
& Co. at the County Agent’s order and ex- 
amined by a reporter for THE TRIBUNE was 
the heap left for Mrs. J. L. Davis, 198 South 
| Halsted street, on Nov. 12. Coal dust forms 
a greater part of the pile and covers the 
floor of the bin. Coal experts pronounce 
the coal Hocking Valley lump, but picked 
out many pieces of slate and several bits 
of coal containing foreign substances. 

That dust was in the coal when it was 
delivered,”” said Mrs. Davis’ daughter, the 
mother being ill and confined to her bed. 
“The driver dumped it on the sidewalk 
and raised such a cloud of dust that people 
could not pass. Our friends in the house 
said it was not a full half ton and we would 
have made complaint had not mother 
thought it might cause trouble. The coal 
doesn't burn well and we have to clean out 
the stove every few days, ag it forms clink- 
ers.“ 

Coal of the same kind was left to other 
applicants in this neighborhood—at 82 Souti 
Halsted street, 317 Congress street, 82 Loom- 
is street, 143 South Green street, 216 South 
Center avenue, and other places. 

Terms of the Contract. 

Here is what the county contract, secured 
by O'Gara, King & Co. last July, demands: 

Hocking, O., screened lump, High Grade mines, 
Coaigate, O., for County Agent's department, at 
four dollars and forty-eight cents ($4.48) per ton, 
delivered on orders as required. 

The coal for the County Agent’s department is 
to be delivered at such places in the City of Chi- 


cago and Cook County, and in such quantities as 
shall be designated in writing from time to time 


coal in every respect. 

Coal men assert that if the coal were prop- 
erly forked at the cars there should not 
be the quantity of dust which is found in the 
small bins in which the meager supplies of 
fuel are stored. Mr. O'Gara contends that 
the hauling of the coal for long distances and 
over rough streets breaks the coal and causes 


this dust. 
Firm Name Not on Wagons, 

The name of O’Gara, King & Co. is not to 
be found on wagons delivering this firm’s 
coal. This fact has aroused some comment. 

„Who holds your teaming contract?” was 
asked of Mr. O’Gara. “Is it the Knicker- 
bocker Ice company? 

„ don’t know,” he replied. “ Our fore- 
man handles our teaming contracts. Yes, 
Tm the head of the firm, but he sees that 
wagons are engaged to haul our coal. Of 
course, we can't watch every driver. Some- 
times they slip off coal at saloons. 

“I assert, however, that our wagons are 
loaded full weight and we take every pre- 
caution to see that full weight coal is deliv- 
ered. Weare doing everything in our power 
to carry out our contract for County Agent 
coal. We insist we are carrying it out.” 


County Pays More than Trade. 

Hocking lump coal is quoted to the trade by 
O’ Gara, King & Co. at $3 on cars in Chicago. 
In sales the cost of delivery is added. This 
averages about 50 cents a ton. The county 
pays $4.48 a ton for this coal delivered on the 
County Agent's order. 

This is the highest price the firm has se- 
cured for its County Agent coal under the 
three one-year contracts it has secured since 
1806, just as $4.28 a ton for Youghiogheny 
coal now paid by the county is the biggest

KRUGER TALKS OF HIS MISSION. 


Boer President Declares He Seeks Ar- 

bitration by . Diplomatic Methods 
Only and Has ‘Tilusions.

PARIS, Nov. 24.—Teday, shortly after the 
train left Dijon, I was admitted to President 
Kruger’s drawing-room car, while the rest 
of the French foreign press reporters, num- 
boring over sixty, were having breakfast in 
the dining car.

ROME, Nov. 24.—An encyclical entitled 
“On Jesus Christ, Our Redeemer,” ad- 
dressed to patriarchs, primates, Archbish- . 
ops, and Bishops having place and com- 
munion with the Apostolic See, was issued 
Nov. 1. 

After gtating that the outlook for the 
future is not free from anxiety on account 
of the numerous long-standing causes of 
evil, it finde consolation and hope at the 
close of the century in indications of a re- 
vival of the Christian faith, citing as an 
example the crowds that flocked to Rome 
in response to the invitation of his Holiness 
to visit the threshhold of the Apostles,” 
and the manifesting of zeal worthy of the 
best days of Christianity. 

The document does not refer to any re- 
ligious or political questions, but is entirely 
devoted to the duty of the church to defend 
and propagate Christ's kingdom throughout

Intemperate Speeches to Troops Not 
Sanctioned by Mass of Ger- 
man Nation. 


BERLIN, Nov. 24.—The Reichstag debates 
this week on the China indemnity bill evolved 
a mass of interesting facts showing conclu- 
sively that Emperor William's personal 
China policy of the last six months is either 
wholly or partly disapproved by nearly the 
entire nation, as evidenced by the fact that 
every party leader has thus expressed him- 
self, even the extreme Conservatives, but 
now that the Reichstag, unless it is willing to 
precipitate the gravest kind of a conflict, 
which it is not, must needs appropriate the 
sums already expended. 

Another even more noteworthy fact is that 
the Reichstag for the first time since the 
empire’s creation indulged in free and un- 
restricted criticism of the Emperor’s words 
and acts, every party sharing therein with- 
out once being interfered with by the Presi- 
dent of the House. This is regarded by lead- 
ing Parliamentarians as an important gain 
for Germany.

LONDON, Nov. 2 The last person to 
board the train for Southampton at the 
Waterloo Station this morning was the Duke 
of Manchester, who had a great deal ot bag - 
gage to attend to and was just in time to 
jump into his compartment as the train 
moved out of the station.

MANILA, Tho fortress of the in- 
surgent chief, Geronimo, at Pinauran, which 
the insurgents boasted was impregneble, was 
taken and destroyed on Thursday afternoon 
by a picked force of the Forty-second and 
Twenty-seventh Infantry and Troop G of 
the Fourth under Colonel Thomp- 
son. 

Geronimo 1 most of the rebels escaped. 
The leader has long harassed the Twenty- 
seventh Infantry, operating in the vicinity 
of San Mateo, Montalban, and Novaliches. 


He was finally located at Pinauran, thirty- 


five miles north of Manila. His position was 
considered the strongest in Luzon. It was 
stone fortress, sur mount « steep hill 
surrounded by cafions. The Spanish forces 
lost heavily in attempting to take it. 

Colonel Thompson mobilized a thousand 
men at Montalban. The attack was made 
upon four sides—the main body under Major 
Carey of the Forty-second advancing from 
the south, Captain Atkinson of the Twenty- 
seventh from the east, Captain Casteel of 
the Twenty-seventh from the west, and Cap- 
tain Sloan of the Twenty-seventh from the 
north. 

The ascents were steep and the men 
climbed them by grasping the shrubbery. It 
was impossible for the eastern column to 
reach the summit. but the others arrived 
after three hours’ climbing under fire from 
the fortress and the hillside intrenchments. 

The enemy's force, numbering several hun- 
dred, fled before the attackers reached the 
top. The Americans destroyed a thousand 
insurgent uniforms, scores of buildings, and 
large quantities of supplies and seised a 
barrel full of documents. 

Private Hart of the Twenty-seventh and 
Private Koppner of the Forty-second and 
two native scouts were killed and twelve of 
the attacking force were wounded. The in- 
surgent casualties could not be ascertained. 

Lieutenant Frederick W. Alstaetter of the 
United States engineering corps, who was 
recently released by the insurgents, arrived 
in Manila this evening. He had been in 
captivity at Bubalto since Aug. 1. General 
Funston surrendered the rebel Major Van 
tuse on the release of Lieutenant Alstaetter. 

It is unofficially reported that General 
Torres, the insurgent commander at Bulu- 
can, has been captured by General Grant's 
scouts. General Grant wired General Wheat- 
on that the entire garrison at San José had 
been captured, but General Torres was not 
among them.

FAIL TO SOLVE BOY’S DEATH. 


Police Puzzling Over Killing of Robert 
Crotty in Swing at Home, 1044 
West Twelfth Street. 


A thoroughly satisfactory solution has yet 
to be offered of the mystery surrounding the 
death of 16-year-old Robert Crotty at 1044 
West Twelfth street on Friday night. If it 
was an accident, as asserted by the police 
and believed by the majority of the members 
of the Crotty family, the circumstances were 
novel. 

Deputy Coroner Elby impaneled a jury in 
the morning, but the inquest was postponed 
until Friday for the collection ef further 
evidence. The marks on the boy's neck were 
undoubtedly made by contact with the rope 
swing, and no other marks of violence could 
be discovered. The trachea was broken. It 
is believed by Thomas Crotty, the dead lad’s 
father, that Robert ran into the rope swing 
accidentally while coming up the rear stair- 
way. If he ran into the loop he must have 
been thrown back and twisted about with 
considerable force. 

Maurice Crotty, uncle of the dead boy and 
a detective at Central Station, investigated 
the circumstances and said he believed death 
to have been accidental. 

Mr. and Mrs. Crotty returned from the 
Central Music Hall Irish celebration at 11 
o'clock. John, the eldest son, was at his 
father’s saloon, Robey and Twelfth streets, 
and says Robert was there also until 8 
o'clock, when he went home. Mrs. Charles 
Neff, who resides above the Crottys and who 
is the only one to adhere to the murder 
theory, says it was at 6:30 o'clock when she 
heard steps below and the words Hush, go 
easy spoken in an undertone. Little 2 
nificance is attached this, as it is known 
that the boy was elsewhere at the time. The 
theory of suicide is said to be untenable, as 
the boy was. of a cheerful disposition.

The first dispatch from Seven Islands 
brought meager news, and it was only late 
in the afternoon that Messrs. A. Frazer & 
Co., owners of the steamer, were informed of 
the extent of the disaster. 

The St. Olaf was an iron steamer of 305 tons 
and was built on the Clyde at Port Glasgow 
in 1882. It was valued at about $40,000 and 
insured fer about $20,000. 

Before coming to this port the ship ran 
between Pictou and Magdalen Islands, and 
was chartered by Messrs. Frazer & Co. to 
replace the steamship Otter, wreeked on its 
last trip to Quebec two years ago. 


Was on Return Voyage. 

The St. Olaf left here on last Sunday morn- 
ing for Esquimaux Point, carrying govern- 
ment mails, passengers, and a large cargo. 
All apparently went well gn the way down, 
and the steanier left immediately on its re- 
turn trip to this port. The last news heard 
of the St. Olaf until this morning was that 
it had left Sheldrake on Wednesday. Shortly 
after the signal station dispatches reported 
rough weather with gales of wind and snow, 
and it is supposed that during-one of these 
gales the St. Olaf ran ashore on one of the 
rocks at the entrance of the Seven Islands, 
as the dispatch states that it was wrecked 
on Boule Island. 

Captain Lemaistre was well and favorably 
known as a careful and skillful’ coast navi- 
gator and has been a resident of this city for 
some years. ‘ 

Give Up Hope of Rescue. 

As soon as the news of the wreck reached 
Seven Islands a searching party went out 
to attempt to rescue any of the shipwrecked 
people if possible, but this was impossible, as 
every one aboard the vessel seems to have 
been lost. 

News has been received here tonight that 
the St. Olaf is lying on the rocks and at low 
tide two feet of the hull can be seen out of 
water. The residents of Seven Islands are 
searching the shores for bodies, but have 
not returned up to8 o'clock this evening. The 
place where the steamer was wrecked is 
about seven miles off Seven Islands and about 
800 miles from this port. ) 


Rescue Lake Boat Crew. 

Port Clinton, O., Nov. 24.—The steamer J. 
K. Secor tonight rescued the crew of the 
schooner Chicago Board of Trade, which 
stranded on Niagara Reef on Wednesday. 
The cargo of the stranded boat was being 
lightered into the Schuette, but the sea was 
so high that work had to be stopped today. 

Distress signals were hoisted on the Board 
of Trade when the wind grew to be a gale 
and were sighted by the men on the Secor. 
They managed to get alongside of the Board 
of Trade this afternoon and took off seven 
persons. The vessel tonight is breaking up. 

Those rescued are: Captain George R. 
Bonnah of Port Huron, T. W. Restine of 
Coleman, William Demster of Toledo, WIII- 
iam Moore of Port Huron, Richard Baxter of 
Marinette, Jones Hayes of Chicago, and the 
cook, Annie Brown of Buffalo.

ART ASSOCIATION GETS A CON- 
VERT IN G. M. REYNOLDS. 


Residence of the Cashier of the Conti- 
mental Bank Entered and Articles 
Valued at $100 Stelen by a Robber 
Whe Applies the Porch-Climbing 
Idea to the Advertising structure 
Which Stands Near the House—in 

View of Drexel Boulevard, 


Billboards have been put to use by house- 
breakers. George M. Reynolds, cashier of 
the Continental National Bank, has discov- 
ered to his loss that they serve the agile rob- 
bers quite as well as the conventional porch. 

Mr. Reynolds lives at 3961 Drexel boulevard. 
The robber did his climbing act while the 
family was at dinner, and made his escape 
in full vieW of the passersby on Drexel boul- 
evard. The robber secured a bag of plunder 
worth over $100. . 

The billboard which furnished the porch- 
climber with a means of reaching the sec- 
ond story of the Reynolds residence faces on 
the boulevard and is within ten feet of the 
sidewalk. The top of the billboard, which is 
about sixteen feet high, is within a few feet 
of the small veranda over the entrance to 
the house. 

The robber evidently timed his visit with 
the regular dinner hour of the family, and 


stairs unoccupied. Having crawled from the 
top of the board to the veranda he was con- 
fronted by a locked window. This obstacle, 
however, he removed by the use of a jimmy, 
and found himself in the bedroom of Mrs.

Thoroughly frightened, the young woman 
raised the front window and screamed for 
help. Her cries brought no response. Miss 
Younglove then stepped eut on the balcony 
and from there to the ledge, which is not 
more than a foot wide and thirty feet above 
the ground. The wind almost tore her from 
her footing, but she crossed to the house 
adjoining and rapped on the window of Mr. 
Woodward's room. 

While he hastened to the house of a neigh- 
bor for a telephone the girl again stepped on 
the ledge and made the crossing to her room, 
where she found her mother almost in hys- 
terics. She was not quieted until the arrival 
‘of the police. 

Both Miss Younglove and her mother are 
positive that some one was in the house. 
They are accustomed to staying alone, and 
assert that never before have they been 
frightened. 

I had hardly gone to sleep when I was 
awakened by the burglar alarm,’’ said Miss 
Younglove. I awakened mamma and we 
both heard the alarm distinctly. I then 
jumped out of bed and turned on the light. 
As I did so I heard mamma exclaim, ‘ The 
light in the hallway has been turned out.’ 
I had seen the same thing and was then 
thoroughly frightened. Our fear was in- 
creased when the light was again turned on. 
We listened for some little time, but could 
hear nothing more. Thinking that the in- 
truder had hidden and was waiting for us 
to become quiet, I raised the window and 
screamed for help. 

„When my cries were not heard I climbed 
out on the porch and, seeing the ledge, 
started to cross it. I hesitated for a minute, 
but quickly decided that I would rather fall 
than allow a robber to stay in the house.“

Men are naturally born gamblers, prise 
fighters, football players, and soldiers,“ said 
Professor W. I. omas of the University 
of Chicago in a ture before the Teachers’ 
College yesterday. It is more difficult 
from the standpoint of the natural emo- 
tions to explain why a man is a business- 
man than why he is a gambler. The Rough 
Riders went to war partly because they saw 
a chance for the most exciting game of 
His subject was Why the 
Gambler Is Not a Business-Man.” After a 
careful study, Professor Thomas has come 
to the conclusion that there is an inborn 
longing for conflict in man, which expresses

itself in war and games. i 

The reason why young men go to war, 
he believes, is as much because they see 
@ great opportunity for the most exciting 
sport as from patriotic motives. The at- 
tendance at football games points to the con- 
clusion that this organised fight is the 
most popular aspect of university life. 
The motive force which underlies all these 
expressions, Professor Thomas says, is in- 
dispensable in human life. . 


Professors Coat Stolen. 


While Professor Thomas was expanding on 
the natural desire of man for conflict some 
one entered the college office and took a 
valuable coat and hat belonging to him. He 
— this a natural desire for 
accumulation, e is 
with man. 

War is simply an organized form of 
fight,’ said Professor Thomas, and as such 
it is most attractive, or, to say the least, 
arouses the instincts powerfully. With the 
accumulation of property and the growth of 
sensibility and intelligence it becomes ap- 
parent that war is wasteful and an unsafe 
process, and public and personal interest 
ieads us to avoid it as much as possible. But 
however genuinely war may be deprecated 
it is certainly an exciting game. The Rough 
Riders in this country, more recently the 
young men of England, went to war from 
motives of patriotism, no doubt, but there 
are unmistakable evidences that they also 
regarded it as the greatest spurs tucy we 


likely to have a chance at fn a lifetime. And | 


there is evidence that the individual atti- 


tude of women toward war is no less intense. | 


Football Shows It. 


“ A football game is a fight with this ad- 
ditional qualification’ over a prize fight, that 
it is not planned that any one shall be hurt, 
also with the added advantage that it is not 
a singie-handed fight, but an organized 
melee, a battle where the action is more 
complex and strategic opportunities multi- 
plied. It is a fact of interest in this con- 
nection, unless appearances are deceptive al- 
together, that the larger number of visitors 
to a university during a year are 
to the football field.

appeals directly and powerfully 
stincts, and it is consequently the only phage 
of university life which appeals equally to 
the man of culture, the artist, the business- 
man, the man about town, the all-around 
sport, in fact, to all the world. 

Gaming Instinct Innate. 

From the standpoint of the natural emo- 
tions our problem is not so much to account 
for the gambler as to account for the busi- 
nesi-man. The interest for gaming is born 
in all normal individuals. It is one ex- 
pression of a powerful refiex, fixed far back 
in animal experience. The instinct is in it- 
self right and indispensable, but we dis- 
cfiminate between its applications. It is 
valued in war and business, it expresses it- 
self. in a thousand forms in games of chil- 
dren and college athletics, it.is approved in 
such expressions as golf, tennis, and billiards 
as a recreation for the man of affairs, but 
society justly condemns the exercise of the 
instinct aside from activities which naturally 
create values. The value may be in increased 
wealth and vigor or in the increase of wealth 
by competitive business, but the gamester 
pure and simple is not regarded with favor 
by society because he creates no values, is 
therefore essentially parasitica], and besides 
a disorganizer of the habits of others.“ 

In preparing the lecture Professor Thomas 
has had a number of interesting experiences. 
He wrote a letter to a prominent gambler, 
which fell into the hands of the police. The 
police were looking for the man, and they 
immediately pounced upon the university 
professor as having some mysterious connec- 
tion with him. It took some time to satisfy 
thém of his purpose in writing the letter.

Tanner, who came up from Springfield on 
the same train without knowing it until 
they met in the washroom of the sleeper, 
and Joseph Cannon, who arrived in ‘the 
city the day before. Each of the candidates 
spent the time shaking hands with mem- 
bers of the Legislature who called on 
but. beyond this kind of campaigning little 
was done. 

“I do not see how anything of importance 
can be done now,” was the way Senator 
Cullom put it. .“‘ When the Legislature gets 
at Springfield it will be time to 
see h the members are going to line up. 
Just now I am satisfied with meeting my 
friends and chatting with them.” 

Asked about his trip from Springfield with 
Governor Tanner, Senator Cullom laughed 
and said: : 

Tes, we were on the same train and car, 
but neither of us knew it until we met in 
the washroom this morning. We greeted 
each other pleasantly enough, and I am 
sure I have no hard feelings toward him.

United States Again Again Refused in Matter 
of Consulate at Harpoot and 
* May Retaliate. 


CONSTANTINOPLE, Nov. 23.—United 
States Charge d' Affaires Griscom called upon 
Tewfik Pasha, Minister for Foreign Affairs, 
yesterday, to urge a settlement of the dim- 
culty in relation to the granting of an ex- 
equatur to Dr. Thomas H. Norton, who some 
time ago was appointed by President McKin- 
ley to establish a consulate at Harpoot. The 
Porte, however, is firm in its refusal to grant 
the request for an exequatur. 


United States May Retaliate. 
~ Washington, D. C., Nov. 24.—The Turkish 
authorities having refu to grant an 
exequatur to Dr. Thomas H. Norton to act as 
United States Consul at Harpoot, the indi- 
eations point to some retaliatory measures 
on the part of our government in the near 


they permitted a United States Consulate 
to.be established at Erzeroum under an 
implied understanding that the United 
States would abandon its claim to a Consul- 
ate at Harpoot. That theré was some shadow 
of foundation for this understanding is ad- 
mitted; but it is still the purpose of the 
United States to establish this Consulate 
because the British government has since 
been permitted to locate a Consul at Har- 
poot, and under the favored nation clause 
of our treaty with Turkey the United States 
government claims the same commercial 
privileges as Great Britain. 

There is, besides, a peculiarly potent rea- 
son for the presence of a United States rep- 
resentative at Harpoot, for, at that point 
‘is located some of the most important and 
flourishing American missionary and edu- 
cational interests in Turkey. Moreover, be- 
ing located in the Armenian district, where 
so many outrages upon Christians have oc- 
curred, it is extremely desirable that our 
government should have some impartial and 
creditable representative to protect the in- 
terests of American citizens. 5 


Kentucky’s Orders Unchanged. 

The last adverse decision of the Turkish 
government in this matter has not modified 
the orders to the battleship Kentucky to pro- 
ceed from Naples to Smyrna.

After being in session three days the 

National Irrigation Congress ended its ninth 

annual meeting last night. Before adjourn- 

ment the congress adopted a resolution ap- 

pealing to Congress for government aid in

est. 

The difficulty of selecting the place of 
meeting for next year was settled by the 
naming of Colorado Springs for the semi- 
annual meeting in the early spring and 
Buffalo was selected as the place for the 
holding of the annual meeting during the 
summer. 

The. resolutions adopted which will be 
presented to Congress in the form of a 
memorial urge a national appropriation, pub- 
lic control of ali waters suitable for ir- 
rigation purposes, government construction 
and contro) of reservoirs, and includes 
praise for the various departments of the 
government for their work in. the past in 
the interests of irrigation. 


Provisions of the Resolutions. 

The chief provisions of the resolutions are 
as follows: 

“First, that the convention urges upon 
Congress that national appropriations com- 
mensurate with the magnitude of the prob- 
lem should be made for the preservation and 
reforestation of denuded areas as natural 
reservoirs and for the construction by the 
national government, as part of its policy of 
internal improvements, of storage reservoirs 
and other works for flood protection, and to 
save for use in navigation and irrigation the 


| waterg which run to waste, and for the de- 


velopmemt of artesian and subterranean 
sources of water supply. 

Second, that water of all streams should 
forever remain subject to public control and 
the right to use water for irrigation should 
inhere in the land irrigated, and its bene- 
ficial use be the basis, the measure, and the 
limit of the right. 

Third, the various bureaus of the govern- 
ment affecting the objects of the congress 
are commended and adequate appropriations 

are urged for their maintenance. 

ah Fourth, that the work of building reser- 
voirs n to store the floods should 
be . directly by the government under ex- 
isting statutes relating to the employment of 
labor and hours of work, and under laws that 
will give to all American citizens a fair and 
equal opportunity to get first employment

TROUBLE 70 MAIL CLERKS 


CHANGE IN TRAIN TIME CAUSES 
CONFUSION IN POSTOFFICE. 


Hours of Departure, Fixed According 
te Reception of Letters, Now Made 
Earlier Because of Delay Caused by 


ing Machines Expected te Obviate 
Part of the Difficulty—Further Al- 
“terations of Schedule Expected. 


The alteration today of the time schedule 
of the Baltimore and Ohio through passenger 
train for Eastern points and the contem- 
plated change of several others are causing 
considerable confusion in the Chicago Post- 
office. At the approach of winter the heavy 
passenger trains with important Eastern 
connections require more time, to make al- 
lowance for storms and obstructed roads. 

It is the custom of the roads to arrange 
their schedules with reference to the heavy 
Eastern mail, the bulk of which arrives at 
the postoffice between ‘5:30 and 7:20 p. m. 
The mall reaches the postoffice in quantities 
averaged by the postal authorities as fol- 


lows: 
From 4:30 p. m. anne pounds 
From i. m- 4232. M.... 6 Pounds 
From 5: P. m. to 6 p. 15 unds 
785 m. to p. MꝶA pounds 


An average of 600,000 letters reaches the 
postoffice too late to go on the trains leaving 
at 8 p. m. 

The passenger trains are timed to take the 
evening mail because the compensation is 
adjusted according to the amount carried 
and time made. Consequently, the change 
in the time of leaving from 8 to 7 o’clock for 
the rate of passenger business may decrease 
the money received on mail contract. 

Ten new stamping and canceling machines 
have been installed in the postoffice, and each. 
machine is expected to stamp from 30,000 to 


hour. With the aid of these machines it is 
hoped that the mail can be separated and dis- 
patched to the trains more rapidly and that 
the percentage left for the early morning 
through trains will not be so great. Much 
of the matter for the main Eastern points 
will be put into direct pouches and sent on 
the newspaper and passenger trains.

TURKEYS WILL BE CHEAP, 


PRICES PROMISE TO BE LOWER 
THAN LAST YEAR. 


Abundant Grain Crop and Increased 
Numbers of Thanksgiving Birds 
Will Have an Effect on the Market— 
South Water Street Merchants to Be 
Called Upon to Handle 20,000 to 25,- 
000 ‘Daily Till Next Thursday— 

Abundance of Chickens and Ducks. 


From the manner tn which turkeys are 
now pouring into South Water street enough 
birds will de in town before Thursday to 
supply every table in the city with the piece 
de résistance for the regulation Thanks- 
giving dinner. And to possess the same the 
housekeeper will not necessarily be obliged 
to part with more than $1, for prices promise 
to be about one cent a pound lower than they 
were a year ago. About 10 cents promises to 
be the price to dealers, though the pros- 
pective large receipts early in the week may 
lower this price one cent or so. 

Should the traditions of South Water street 
be maintained merchants on that historic 
thoroughfare will be called on to handle any- 
where from 20,000 to 25,000 turkeys daily be- 
tween Monday and Wednesday.

In all the Western States turkey produc- 
tion has been larger this year than last. 
Larger grain crops and other conditions of 
general prosperity have induced the raising 
of more birds.“ The Southwestern States 
and Territories are supplying the Chicago 
market with noticeably larger quantities of 
turkeys than a year ago, for in those sec- 
tions poultry raising of various kinds has 
become much more of an industry than in 
former years. Missouri and Kansas are big 
contributors. Indiana, Wisconsin, and IIII- 
nois also materially augment the supply. 

Turkey is not the only fowl which is in 
plentifyl supply and on which prices are 
cheap, compared with values current at this 
time last year. Chickens, ducks, and geese 
are also in abundant supply and from one to 
two cents lower per pound than a year ago. 
The run of all kinds of fowl is on a more lib- 
eral scale than since 1892.

Phillips, the corn king, is more of a king 
than ever as the result of two more notable 
victories scored by him yesterday afternoon 
over the elevator interests, which have been 
trying to increase the stocks of contract corn 
here at his expense. - 

Warehouse receipts for contract corn had 


Pabst tied up yesterday morning at Counsel- 
man's South Chicago C elevator for a cargo 
of 108,000 bushels and the steamer Armenia 
tied up at Bartlett & Frazier’s Calumet B 
elevator for a cargo of 120,000 bushels. Corn 
was tendered at both elevators as contract 
grade, but as soon as it was turned into the 
shipping bins, H. T. Gubbins, sampler for 
Phillips, objected to the grain as below 
grade and ordered the boats got to load. 
Samples were sent into the city to Alexander 
Geddes, who was shipping the grain for 
Phillips, and he submitted them to Chief 
Grain Inspector Noble with the demand that 
the Appeals committee be sent out to South 
Chicago to pass upon the cargoes. 


Rejected as Below Grade. 


The corn was good, but too soft to grade 
No. 2.“ Mr. Noble declared afterwards, and 
the Appeals committee went out to examine 
it. This committee, composed of experienced 
men in the grain trade, appointed by the 
Board of Railway and Warehouse Commis- 
sioners on the recommendation of the Board 
of Trade, inspected the corn, found it con- 
tained too much soft, new corn to grade. No. 
2, and graded it No. 8. 

The committee examined the corn at the 
Counselman elevator first and not only re- 
jected it as below grade but refused to ac- 
cept any corn shown to them in the house 
as contract. The manager of the elevator, 
Mr. Ashley, said he would see what he could 
do about getting a cargo on Monday. Mr. 
Geddes, as soon as he heard by telephone of 
the action of the committee, notified Coun- 
selman & Co. that the vessel would be held at 
their docks at theirexpense. Later when the 
committee examined the corn tendered by 
Bartlett & Frazier and rejected it similar 
notice was served on them. 


Makes Phillips Stronger. 

In mixing new corn with old corn to increase 
the amount of contract grade the elevator 
companies not only did not succeed in their 
purpose but lowered the grade of their old 
corn so none of it can be delivered on their 
November contracts. 

The stocks of contract corn have beta wo 
duced by about 225,000 bushels and the short 
interest increased to that extent, making 
Phillips’ position in control of the November 
corner much stronger. | 

Bought Corn, Not Water. 

‘Mr. Phillips was naturally gratified at the 
action of the Appeals committee, which 
makes his position much stronger. 

“It is just what I expected,” he said. 
“There was a good deal of new, soft and 
damp corn in the sample brought in from the 
elevator. Contract corn must be dry. 
bought contract corn, not water, and the 
new corn mixed with the old spoiled it all. 
The rules of the Board of Trade provide that 
grain must be graded according to the poorest 
grain in a car. If there is a bushel and a 
half of wet, No. 4 corn at the bottom ofa car 
and all the rest is No. 2 the whole car grades 
No. 4. The same rule must apply to a cargo.“ 

At the office of Counselman & Co., Mr. 
Slade, the manager, admitted the rejection of 
the cargo, stating the Appeals committee said 
the corn offered would not grade No. 2 in 
the wet weather prevailing yesterday.. 

At the office of Bartlett & Frazier, Mr. 
Frazier sent out word that he had gone home 
and nothing could be learned of the senti- 
ments of his firm on the subject. 0 


Quiet on the Board. 


The November deal was preternaturally 
quiet on the yesterday, only about 
80,000 bushels being sold, chiefly by elevator 
interests, who may have trouble buying it 
back now that thelr mixed corn is being 
rejected. Phillips sold nothing, but bought 
5,000 bushels at the close for 45 cents, a net 
gain of % cent for the day. Much higher 
prices are likely to prevail on Monday be- 
cause of the discomfiture of the corn mixers 
and the continued wet weather, which low- 
ers the grade.

“Stuart's Lane,” as the observation gallery in the old Postoffice used to be called, 
after James E. Stuart, the chief postoffice inspector, is being resurrected in the temporary 
building on Michigan avenue. The observation cages which were heretofore used in 
the different depaftments have failed to give satisfaction and carpenters are now con- 
. structing a running gallery with sundry branches extending through the distributing, 
sorting, stamping, and other departments upon the ground floor of the temporary build 
ing. The cages were suspended from the ceiling and accessible to the inspectors by 
means of an opening connécting with the upper floor. 
watched the employés of the different departments at work without being visible to 
the clerks, The view dominated by those observation cages was too limited, however, 
and the inspectors could not change their position to enable them to command a different 
view. The observation gallery which is now in course of construction will make it 
possible for the inspectors to obtain a close view of any part of the lower floor by 
walking through the covered, arbor-like gallery. It extends from one end of the main 
floor to the other, with cross galleries at both ends. It is suspended from the ceiling 
by iron bolts, has a substantial wooden floor, and will have sides formed of slats set at 
different angles so as to enable the inspectors to look not only almost straight down, 
but at every other part, no matter how far from the gallery. The interior of those 
galleries will not be lighted and the floor will be covered with carpet, so that the steps of 
the inspectors cannot be heard. The entrance to the galleries will, be through open- 
ings leading to the upper floor. Practically the same system was in use in the old 
Postoffice Building before it was torn down, and gave complete satisfaction.

CASHIER OF A PRIVATE. 
_ BANK IS ARRESTED AND 


W. K. Twomey, When Taken Into Cus- 
tody on Embezzlement Charge, De- 
clares He Is Victim of a Conspiracy— 
Confidence Game Alleged. 


W. K. Twomey, cashier of the Bank of 
Chicago, a private institution at room 3, 
225 Dearborn street, was arrested yesterday 
morning on charges of obtaining $2,500 by 
a confidence game and embezzlement. Ac- 
cording to the complaint, which was sworn 
to by Daniel Byrnes, attorney for the bank, 
Twomey is short $500 in his accounts and 
has secured §2,000 by the manipulation of a 
certificate of deposit made out to A. P. Whit- 
man of the Internationa) Investment com- 
pany, which has offices in the building where 
the bank is located. 

Twomey, who has been connected with the 
bank in the capacity of cashier since the 
institution was organized last April, declares 
that he is the victim of a conspiracy be- 
tween the attorney of the bank and D. L. 
Wing, whose wife is a partner. 

He telephoned for I. H. Bradford, the Pres- 
ident of the bank, to come to the Harrison 
Streét Station.and go on his bond. Fifteen 
minutes later the President arrived, and, 
without any question, signed the papers in 


the sum of $2,000. Arm in arm the President 
and the accused cashier then left the sta- 
tion. 


According to Twomey’s story, Wing has 
been trying to gain control of the bank. 
The advanced age of President Bradford is 
said to prevent him from giving the busi- 
ness much of his personal attention. Wing, 
says Twomey, desires to be placed in charge 
of the institution. Twomey asserts that 
eeveral times he was requested by Wing 
and Attorney Byrnes to resign his position, 
but that he refused.

Tod Sloan leads on percentage. He has 


ridden in but 311 races, eighty-two of which 
he won; Lester Reiff stands second in this 
list, with Danny Maher third and Johnny 
Reiff fourth. The best English jockey on 
percentage is Halsey. 


On the point system of calculating, Sloan 


is first, with L. Reiff second, Maher third, 
and J. Reiff fourth.. This system of figuring 
takes into consideration the time the jockeys 
have finished second and third,

William Bissett, well known in Chicago 
turf circles, who has been connected with 
Enoch Wishard’s racing stable in England 
since last March, arrived in Chicago yester-

Gould was at his heels, 
with his eye on Hallowell and Fincke, who 
were on the chase, but Coy sprinted like a 
deer and crossed the goal line for a touch- 
down after a sixty yard run. The Yale stands 
were fraftic, and the band struck up the 
Boula song, with 10,000 Yale throats joining 
in. Brown was beside himself with joy and 
patted Coy on the back like a schoolboy. 
Hale kicked the goal and the score was 23 
to 0. 

Both Resort to Punting. 


Gierasch took Sawin's place at left half. 
The kickoff went to Sharpe on Yale’s ten- 
yard line and he ran it back fifteen yards. 
Chadwick made two through tackle and Hale 
then punted to Harvard's thirty-five-yard 
line, Gierasch running the ball back ten 
yards, Gould downing him neatly. Fincke 
made no gain, but immediately afterwards 
made three yards around Gould. The ball 
was then punted to Fincke of Yale, who 
made a two-yard gain to Täle's forty-five- 
yard line. Bloomer in the terrible tackle 
back formation made three yards. Stillman 
carried the leather three yards further and 
Sharpe then kicked to Harvard's twenty- 
five-yard line. Brown tackling Gierasch fero- 
clously on the side lines and bringing down 
hisses from both stands. Brown apologized 


immediately and shook hands with the Har- 


vard man. Daly kicked to the center of the 
field. Sharpe made no gain on an end run 
and then kicked to Fincke at Harvard's 
twenty-yard line, the Harvard back running 
the ball back twelve yards with skillful 
dodging. Fincke was hurt here, but fesumed

Harvard renewed its attack, but a fumble 


sent the ball into Bloomer’s hands, and the 
big Yale man made two yards on the play. 


Sharpe tried a goal from the field, but fafled. 


The kickoff from the twenty-yard line was 
caught by Coy, who advanced the ball ten 
yards to Harvard's fifty-yard line. Yale then 
commenced a long fight for territory. Chad- 
wick rushed forward to Harvard's thirty- 
five-yard line, Hale, Chadwick, Stillman, 
Sharpe, and Bloomer pushing it along to the 
seventeen-yard line. 


Sharpe Kicks Field Goal. 
Sharpe and Chadwick were rushed back for 


losses and then Bloomer made eight yards. 
Hale made nine, and Sharpe dropped back for 
a goal from the field. His kick sent the ball 
glancing into the goal post, but it went over. 


The score stood Yale 28, Harvard 0. 
Hallowell was laid out with a bad leg 


sprain and was forced to leave the field. 
Both the Yale and Harvard stands cheered 
the great Harvard end as he was led sobbing 
from the field. Hale returned the kickoff | 
and Harvard ran the ball back to the center 
of the field.

CAMP LAUDS TEAM WORK. 


SAYS YALE MEN WON BY WORK. 
ING IN UNISON CONSTANTLY. 


Harvard Unable to Solve the Blue’s At- 
tack, While the Elis Break U$ the 
Crimson Offense Easily and Take 
Advantage of Every Misplay by 
Their Opponents — Tackles Back 
Formation Proves the Most Success- 
ful in Gaining Ground,

New Haven, Conn., Nov. 24.—[ Special. }— 


All this last week it has been stated on the 
authority of most people who followed foot- 
ball that the two leading terms of the coun- 
try would meet today when on the ¥ale fleld 
Harvard and Tale lined up for their annual 
contest. 

The facts that Harvard had snowed under 
Penn and that Tale had practically an- 
nihilated Princeton led to a condition of at- 
fairs regarding an actual championship such 


as has of late years seldom occurred. That 
was what lent such tremendous interest to 


the contest today. 
It is also an undoubted fact that in the 


camps of the two opposing forces there was 
almost equal confidence. Harvard did not 
see how the fast, aggressive. and steady 
team which had faced Penn and had held its 
noted attack so securely and had scored 
seventeen points in the first half could pos- 
sibly be beaten. Their individual players, 
too, were veritable knights of the gridiron.and 
with such men as Daly, Campbell. Hallowell, 
Ellis, Kendall, Lawrence, and Lee it seemed 
as if their confidence could not be misplaced. 


They had played almost the identical Yale 


team to a tie last year and did not see how 
anything less favorable to them could pos- 
sibly occur. In addition to this, they have 
not been satisfied with the tie last year. and 
were eager to get at Yale again and this 
time indisputably demonstrate their super- 
lority. That was the condition of affairs 
in the Harvard camp. 


Down at New Haven there was equal con- 


fidence, for had not Yale simply overwhelmed 
Princeton, enjoyed an afternoon of sport 
with the Indians, and, finally, discovered a 
method of attack which no team that they 
had met had been able to face with any 
measure of success? More than that, their 
men were individually men of force, who 
would not be easy under a beating, who, even 
in the Columbia game. could, with a score 
of 5 to 0 against them at the end of the first 
half, go into the up-hill fight and never stop 
until they put the game beyond doubt. 


Perfect Football Weather. 
When, therefore, these two remarkable 


teams came out on the field at New Haven 
there were 10.000 Cambridge adherents who 
were able to see nothing but victory for Har- 
vard and 10,000 Yale partisans who knew 
that eleven men in the dark blue would 
have to be carried off the field if the Harvard 
eleven won that game. The day was perfect 
for football, although gloomy enough in the 
morning. The field was in excellent condi- 
tion, but there was a slight breeze, which 
made the north goal the advantageous po- 
sition.

Then Yale began it all over again, and in

ly their captain forced to leave the game, the 
men from Champaign put up a stronger and 
nervier game at the close than in the first 
part of the contest. 

Those who thought the wearers of the yel- 
low and blue would go to pieces in the second 
half under the continuous pounding of the 
Badger backs and the flerce charging of their 
rush line were never more mistaken. If there 
is such a thing as luck in determining ath- 
letic contests, the Illinois men would be justi- 
fied in issuing a few complaints against the 
circumstances which gave Wisconsin its first 


touchdown, and which prevented it from 
grossing the Badgers’ goal line. 


Fumbling 
was the approximate cause in both of these 
instances, but with a field covered with 
gnow, as Randall Field was today, the won- 
der was that there was not more fumbling. 

A heavy snow-storm this morning left two 
inches of snow on the field.

Many Spectacular Plays.

COLUMBUS TEAM SURPRISES THE 
WOLVERINES. | | 


Game Gives Another Eleven Claim to 
Class Among Westerners—Splendid 
Exhibition of United Effort on Both 
Sides—Visitors Make Two Long 
Runs, but Snow's Defensive Play at 
End Saves Ann Arbor Men—Gale Pre- 
vents Good Kicking. | 


Ann Arbor, Mich., Nov. 24.—[Special.]— 
Ohio State University rooters numbering 900 
surged on Regents’ Field this afternoon and 
had the satisfaction of seeing their team hold 
Michigan to a blank score, nothing to noth- 
ing. 

Their support of the Ohio eleven was the 
best article in the line that a visiting team 
has put up this year. The leather-lunged 
blare did not subside from start to finish, 
and, as the men from Ohio claim that the 
showing places them in the same class as 
Michigan, the celebration after the game 
The game itself was 
a splendid exhibition of two evenly-matched 
teams playing clean, straight football, with 
an almost total absence of mishandling of 
the ball. Weeks’ fumble in the second half 
and two blocked punts to the Ohio team’s 
discredit were the only evidences of scrubbi- 
ness, and the rest of the game was played 
like clockwork. 

Four times the oval was downed inside of 
Ohio’s twenty-yard line; but three out of 
the four the visitors held possession, and not 
until the last of the second half did the Wol- 
verines succeed in rushing it within grasping 
distance of the coveted chalk mark. This, 
however, was no better than the thirteen- 
yard line. Spurred on by the desperate root- 
ing of their supporters, the Buckeyes showed 
up as hard as bedrock and held the varsity,for 
downs. After two gains through center 
Westwater, Ohio's kick half back, lifted 
the ball into safe territory once more. 

Team work on both teams was of the hign- 
est order. It was team work rather than 
individual starring that saved the varsity 
from its less pretentious opponent. Barring 
the end circling spurts of McLaren and 
Westwater, with a combined gain of forty- 
‘four yards for Ohio, and Captain Snow’s 
strong defensive play at right end, the game 
was void of brilliant plays. To some extent 
doubtful generalship figured in the varsity’s 
humiliation. Although almost a perfect hur- 
ricane was blowing in the first half, Sweeley, 
the Michigan full back, tried to break the 
spell with a place kick from the thirty yard 
line, but the wind whirled the ball wide, not 
even allowing it to cross the goal line. 

The two teams each had their favorite 
methods of propelling the ball. With he 
Buckeyes this consisted in mass plays and 
well executed fake kicking, in which the end 
took the ball. Especially the latter proved 
a gainer, and around each end the Buck- 
eyes gathered up several easily won yards 
of ground. 

The Michigan varsity started out with the 
old-fashioned style of attack, but soon be- 
gan to hammer at the Ohio line with the 
new tandem formation devised this week. 
With the slippery condition of the field. the 
momentum of the quadruple formation 
proved a winner, and had it been Introduced 
earlier in the game the result might have 
been different. 

Both Professor Stagg and Herschberger 
were on the scene of action, endeavoring to 
extract all the information available of 
the Wolverine caliber, and the showing made 
was certainly not an alarming one to the 
maroon coaches, although the Ohio State 
team may be conside as by no means 
among the third-raters in the West.

CHANGE IS SUGGESTED BY SODEN. 


Boston Magnate Would Have Four Rub- 
ber Corners at the Plate. 

Boston, Mass., Nov. 24.—[Special.]—When the 
National league holds its annual meeting in 1 * 
York three weeks hence President Soden of the 
Boston club will suggest a change in one of the 
playing rules relative to the inclosure in which the 
batter stands. He will recommend that this in- 
closure, called the datter's box,“ be defined by 
four rubber corners of the same texture as the 
home plate. The present rules provide that there 
shall be on either sids of the plate two paralielo- 
grams six feet long and four feet wide for the 
batsman to stand in, and that the lines must be 
marked ,with lime, chalk, or other suitable material 
so as td be distinctly seen by the umpire.“ 

The nearest to the plate that the batter can 
stand is the Inner line of one of these parallelo- 
grams. As à line marked with lime or chalk will 
wear out in less than an inning under ordinary 
circumstances the umpire cannot then tell whether 
or not the batter is the required distance from the 
plate. Some batters make a practice of standing 
as near ths piate as possible, and when the line is 
indistinct and the plate is half concealed by dust 
they can almost stand on top of the plate, thereby 
making it harder for the pitcher to be accurate 
and more difficult for the umpire to call balls and

Neither Desires Friction, but Both 
Seem Unwilling to Make the 


ine the Last Week-—New League 
Complicates the Situation. 
The position of the National and 


League 
Association of Professional Base 
ball Clubs, as it calls itself when on its dig- 
aes not an enviable one these days. From 


what worries most w 
whether to treat the 9 poacher 
or as a friendly and desirable neighbor. 

The only National league magnates who 
have made utterances during the last week 
have blown first hot, then cold, talked warn- 
ingly, and then in conciliatory tone to Ban 
Johnson and his associates through the col- 
umns of the newspapers. Colonel Rogers 
of Philadelphia first extended the warm hand 
to the American-leaguers, and then, because 
they were too busy to call on him in the 
Quaker City, adopted an offended tone and 
suggested that the newcomers would be 
welcome to share his plantation as friends, 
but not otherwise. President Young, who 
claims to be speaking unofficially, but who 
was never known to make such direct and 
conclusive statements without the authori*y 
of his employers, announced that the Amer 
can league had assumed a defiant attitude 
in refusing to pay for protection under the 
old national agreement or even "to be gov- 
erned by the agreement in its present form. 

President Johnson was quoted as makirg 
a rather sharp retort, and almost tmmedi- 
ately Uncle Nick” came back with a gen- 
tle reproval and extended the olive branch, 
with the statement that the big older body 
was in perfect sympathy with the young- 
ster’s plans, wished it every success, and 
‘most important of all—the National league 
was willing to admit the American to a basis 
of equality with itself. 

Any one who has read President Young’s 
statements for years will admit that he 
would not be likely to make an announcement 
as important as that without authority from 
somewhere. It ig not to be supposed that 
the National-leaguers have got together and 
agreed upon what attitude they will take 
regarding the American league. It is out 
of the question that they should agree on 
anything with several warring factions in 
their own ranks. But it is evident the con- 
trolling elements fn the big league have dis- 
cussed the aflair and decided not to provoke 
an unnecessary conflict. 


The fact is, neither party desires confliet, 
either open or covert. Both are aware that 
a baseball war could only work Injury to 
the national sport and to themselves, with 
the certainty of a costly victory for the 
winner. One side is as wi to avoid ‘t 
as the other. The trouble seems to be simply 
that each is impressed with the importance 
uf its own dignity and believes the advances 
should come from the other. The Nationa! 
league has so long been accustomed to hav- 
ing its subjects approach its a st pres- 
ence on their knees that it is out of the ques- 
tion to expect it to bend its own knee. 
American-ieaguers, perhaps from bitter ex- 
perience, fear an humbie mien might mill 
tate against the success of their plans. They 
have asked favors in the past and have had 
them refused. They do not seem to Uke to 
risk the chance of a refusal again. 

It only needs some sensible person to act 
as mediator or ambassador to promote peace, 
amity, and dissolve the present atmosphere 
of armed neutrality. Such a mediator will 
be found in due time, and there will be no 
war. 

In expressing through President Young its 
willingness to acknowledge the equaliiy of 
Johnson's league, the National has removed 
the chief stumbling block. On the interpre- 
tation of that word “ equality depends a 
great deal, however. In its fullest sense it 
expresses all that the American league 
wants. It means operating under a new 
agreement by which neither shall pay tribute 
to the other, by which each shall have sole 
right to its own players, which can be taken 
from one by the other only through purchase 
or exchange, and by which each shall refrain 
from encroaching on the other's territory. 
The draiting and farming evils which have 
so long been the bane ef baseball would of 
necessity be done away with to a great ex- 
tent. The American league is on record as 
favoring their abolishment entirely. 

Those would be the advantages from the 
standpoint of the magnates. The question 
naturally arises: Where would the players 
and their Protective association come in? 
There would still be a practical monopoly 
under the agreement outlined. The only 
open competition would be for the younger 
players before they had reached the require- 
ments of the two big leagues. Once a 
player was secured by either of those organ- 
izations, he would be in the same position 
as in the past. He would be subject to sale 
or exchange, with the difference that there 
would be sixteen clubs in the ring instead of 
eight or twelve. The hope of the piayers, 
however, rests in the movement to curtail 
the size of the teams. The American league 
has alréady gone on record with a limit of 
fourteen players per team, and there is a 
strong sentiment in the National in favor 
of a similar reduction from the present un- 
wieldy and costly strings of talent. That 
would bring about a better distribution of the 
playing talent and would enable players 
who are sometimes kept warming benches all 
season, because there is no place for them 
on tne reguiar team, to develop their talent 
somewhere else and probably command bet- 
ter salaries.

“The most efficient force affecting longev- 


ty is food. In the near future the most 


valuable contributions to the means of 
lengthening human life will come from 
study of the food problem. Often a body 
fragile by heredity may be made strong 
and vigorous by a proper selection of diet. 
First of all, a more natural and rational 
method of infant feeding must be insti- 
tuted. In this modern age of isms 
and fancies natural methods of nourishing 
have been largely superseded by cial 
methods of feeding. The number of brands 
of infant foods in our market is, at once, 
a sad commentary on nature and an evi- 
dence of ingenuity on the part of the enm- 
pounders. These illustrate the great powers 
of adaptation of man to changes in diet. 


Mothers’ milk is the food nature intended 


for infants. The chemist can tell you how 
greatly cows’ milk differs from it. Cows’ 
milk is a troublesome food, hard to keep 
@weet and fresh. Therefore substitutes, 
often solid and less likely to decay, are sub- 
gtituted for it. The leading principle in baby- 
feeding is not always nutrition, but. 
‘often convenience. It is sought to make 
Dabies fat as piss, thus, at the outset of 
life, fostering that tendency to the adepmula; 
tion of fat, often the curse of moré mature 
years. Often the whole after life, if there bé 
any, is biased and distorted by these early 
“mistakes in nutrition. If the infant cannot 
receive its natural food the substitute should 
be as nearly natural as possible. 


RECOMMENDS MIXED DIET. 2 

*I believe that a judiciously mixed diet 
will be found, in the end, most suitable for 
the average man. I am not a believer in 
any universal”panacea for all human ills. 
The human family is capable of conforming 
to the greatest variations. Man can live at 
the equator and is trying to live at the poles. 
He thrives on fruits and nuts, and can live

kinds prevented. Some of these adultera- 
tions are not particularly injurious, others 
interfere with the vital organs. Food pre- 
served by antiseptics interfering with diges- 
tion is a casein point. Antiseptics prevent- 
ing decomposition in food before it is eaten 
interfere with the digestive ferments. For 
this reason all antiseptics are injurious in 
foods. 
The precautions we are taking to di- 
minish fatalities in peace and war have 
much to do in increasing the average length 
of human life. Deaths from wounds and in- 
juries are far less numerous than twenty-five 
years ago. Advances in antiseptic surgery 
have not only greatly improved chances of 
patients subjected to surgical operations, but 
also of those suffering from wounds in battle 
or injuries in travel. Sanitary science is 
another powerful force acting to secure pro- 
longation of life. Pure air, pure water, and 
bodily exercise are invaluable aids. 


EFFECT OF ATHLETICS. 
Introduction of athletics in our universi- 
ties and colleges will do much. to prolong 
life. In individual ‘cases overtraining may 
prove injurious, dut can be prevented by 
judicious supervision of the young pre-

The old idea that the scholar should 
be pale and anemic is rapidly giving way 
to the belief that a well-cultured intellect 
is best housed in a robust body, and that 
the intelligent eye is best set off by rosy 
cheeks. Judicious physical culture, begin- 
ning in the public schools when it cannot 
begin at home, and running systematically 
through high schools, colleges, and*universi- 
ties, will give the world a race of mental 
athletes who will live long and live well. 

We will yet see‘ professorships of amuse- 
ment’ in our colleges and universities. 
There is a science of amusement as well as 
of labor. Long before physiology and hy- 
giene were known as distinct sciences it 
was recognized that continual labor would 
rapidly wear away vitality. The recreations 
of men are of quite as much importance 
as their vocations.’ It is quite as important 
to know how to amuse one’s self as to have 
the leisure and opportunity to do so. The 
older nations are ahead of us in this re- 
spect. Here we have been so busy creating 
a nation that we have had no time to study 
the best methods of preserving it, and en- 
dowing it with the maximum degree of 
happiness. The mental aspect of the indi- 
vidual toward his life is of great signifi- 
cance, A spirit of cheerfulness, tolerance, 
and patience will do much toward lessen- 
ing the ills to which we are heirs.

STATE AND LOCAL TAXATION. 
It the proportion of State tax to be paid 


yearly by property-owners in the rural dis- 
tricts did not depend on the assessment 
of Cook County there would be no demand 
for an increase in that assessment, no 
matter how low it was as compared with 
that of other counties. Under the present 


for State purposes by a general property 
tax the farmer naturally insists that the 
assessment .of this county, whose wealth 


| he overestimates, shall be a high one, in 
| order than he may not be made to pay 4 


more than what he thinks is his fair share 
of the State tax. Were the system dif- 
ferent from what it is a drop of $118,000,- 
000 or more in assessment of Cook County 
would be objected to by none but local tax- 
eaters. 

A knowledge of this fact has prompted 
the suggestion that the revenue law be 
amended so that the State Board of Equali- 
gation may be empowered to designate that 
proportion of the State taxes which in its 
opinion Cook County ought to pay, wheth- 
er it be 33, 34, or some other rate per 
cent, the assessment to be left as the Board 
of Review made it. Then the county would 
pay its legitimate share of State taxes 
without the necessity of increasing the as- 


| gessment and thus enabling local taxing 


bodies to collect more revenue than they 
ought to have. The same course would 
be pursued as to every other county, the 
board determining its percentage ot the 
State tax without altering its assessmént. 
Chicagoans would nat care if they paid 
more than their proper proportion of the 
State tax, which is so small an item in their 
tax receipts, if they could keep down the 
city, school, and other taxes which devour 
their substance. The taxpayers would ac- 


| cept this new scheme unhesitatingly, but 


the tax-eaters would object to it. Last 
year, for the first time in thirty years, the 
assessment of this county was lowered by 
the State Board of Equalizatien. With this 
solitary exception the board has raised the 
assessment and has thus enabled the local 
taxiag agencies to collect more money than 
if the work of the local Assessors had been 
allowed to stand unaltered. This year's 
assessment is much lower -than the city, 
county, school, and Sanitary District au- 
thorities wish to see it, and they are hoping 
the State board will raise it considerabiy. 
The practical separation of State and 
local taxation which would be accomplished 
if this suggestion were acted upon is de- 
sirable, Ineffectua! efforts have been made 
in the past to secure that separation. ‘The 
revenue commission of which Milton Hay

THE SALOON IN CHICAGO, 
Probably the best cross section ever made 
of what may be ealled Chicago at Leisure is 
ted in Royal L. Melendy’s study 


of “The Saloon and Ethical Substitutes , 


Therefor.” His investigations, which oc- 
eupied six months’ time, were made under 
the direction of the Chicago Commons 
social settlement for the Committee of 
Pitty.” 

From beginning to end the study is pecu- 
Uarly interesting because hearing the marks 
of first hand and unprejudiced investiga- 
tion, but this installment is in many ways 
its most striking portion. There are set 
forth therein with marked discrimination 
the real functions of the saloon both “ for 
good and evil,” the reasons why “ the saloon 
persists in existing and flourishing,” and es- 
pecially the deficiencies in the life of the 
commen people through the supply of which 
it justifies and maintains itself. The main 
dritt of the study goes to show that the 
saloon in general, leaving out of account 
those in specialized districts, bases its ex- 
istence upon the fact that it meets real 
necessities of the people. To an enormous 
degree it is the intellectual, the social, the 
amusement, and the business exchange of 
the commen people. 

Mr. Melendy describes it as the workings 
man’s school —a center for news and for 
discussion by men of all shades of opinion, 
“the most cosmopolitan institution ip the 
most cosmopolitan of cities,” than which 
nothing short of travel could éxert sb 
broadening an influence upon these men; 
a place where the man with a story or 
with a bit of information or with an ar- 
gument may find hearers and critics, in 
short, the clearing-house for the common 
intelligence.” 

It is likewise the social rendezvous of the 
married man whose household conditions are 
constrained and lacking in zest, of the 
boarder, and of the lodging-house popula- 
tion. Many saloons also offer comfortable 
meeting rooms free for clubs and other 
organizations, including trade unions 
and fraternal bodies.

THE MODERN TRANKSGIVING bar. 

In the latest issue of the Northwestern 
Christian Advocate there is an article by 
the Rev. Dr. Theodore L. Cuyler of Brook- 
lyn, in which he pleads for a return to 
the early New England way of observing 
He regards it as 
lamentable fact that of late the Thanks- 
giving day has been losing somewhat of 
its ancient authority and its religious 
character; its sacred unetion is departing; 
it is suffering a desecration.” He says it 
is a grievous scandal that the day “ has 
been dishonored by -contending college 
clubs, who have gathered vast crowds to 
witness football games.” Dr, Cuyler chides 
the clergy for speaking on secular sub- 
jects on that day, though he admits that 
Thanksgiving congregations in any case are 
slender and the services too often ber: 
functory and lifeless, 

It seems hardly fair to chide the ee 
ers for their attempt to lure back their 
vanishing Thanksgiving congregations by 
the use of secular topics. The change, be 
it for worse or better, is due to the people 
apd not to the clergy. Ministers have al- 
most uniformly sought to preserve the old 
religious form of Thanksgiving day, and if 
some have latterly tried to awid empty 
pews by dealing with more secular themes 
it was only after they had become con- 
vinced that the thing Dr. Cuyler pleads 
for could no longer be, The change in 
the manner of celebrating Thanksgiving 
day is only a small phase of the wave of sec- 
ularism that has swept over all our ac- 
tivities. The old New England fast day 
has passed away entirely, Obristmas is 
no longer observed in the devout spirit ot 
a century ago. Sunday is no longer kept 
in the strictly religious style of even a 
generation ago. It is vain to plead for a 
return to the good old Puritan ideals of 
Thanksgiving day when the whole temper 
and attitude of the people are changed in 
regard to religious observances of all kinds. 

Whether the medern and more liberal 
view of these questionssis better or worse 
than the old one is a matter which every 
person will decide from his own viewpoint. 
There is much to be said on beth sides, 
but it is well to remember that change is 
not rily moral decay, The fact 
that so many people now go to football 
games instead of to church on Thanksgiving 
day is not necessarily a sigu that the world 
is growing worse. Perhaps people's religious 
impulses find expression in other ways, 
There never was an age when men did so 
much for the practical aid of their fellow- 
men as they are doing on the threshold of 
the new century. Those who mourn the 
passing of the old ideals should be able to 
comfort themselves somewhat by noting the 
fact that the new ideals have ae 
beneficent t features. 


THE NEW RASY CHAIR. | 
After its long rest, the Easy Chair of 
Harper's Magazine is oecupied by Mr. Will- 
iam D. Howells, whe makes his bow to the 
public in the kindly and gracious manner of 
its old-time occupants, Ik Marvel and the 
Howadji. Mr. Howells is somewhat mod- 
est and apologetic, naturally feeling some 
apprehension as to how he may be received 
by those who remember Mr. Mitchell and 
Mr. Curtis, but he aequits himself in his 
début in a manner which will commend him 
not only to their admirers but to a new 
generation of readers coming on the scene. 
Mr. Howells may not have so much senti- 
ment as Mr. Mitchell or so much poetic 
grace as Mr. Curtis, but he will bring to his 
task powers of analysis and à scope of ob- 
servation such as neither of his predecessers 
possessed. He is in lose touch with what 
is going on about him and pas a decided 
eritical faculty and quiet sense of humor 
which admirably qualify him for his new 
position. While his opening contribution is 
somewhat in the nature of an intraductory 
talk with the Easy Chair itself, its kindly 
sentiment and wise observations, with a 
hint here and there of criticism, augur well 
for the future entertainment it will be his 
duty to set forth each month. That it will 
be kindly nd hopeful may be inferred from 
his remark: “I think optimism is as wise 
and true as pessimism, or is at least as well 
founded; and since the one can no more 
establish itself as final truth than the other, 
it is better to have optimism.”

This reference to an organization as illegal! 
as the San Francisco Vigilance committee 
would be somewhat surprising if the Bishop 
did not make it plain what kind of a vigi- 
lance committee he wishes to see esta 
lished. He does not contemplate an organi- 
gation which shall arrest, try, and execute 
malefactors, as was done in San Francisco. 
He, desires to unite all who hate vice and 
crime, eo that a municipal administration 
which tolerates both may be deprived of 
power. 

His sermon was a passionate appeal to all 
good men of different religions, nationalities, 
and politics to forget their differences, to 
unite in finding three or five men whom they 
all trust, and then do whatever these men 
tell them they want done. If the men to 
whom Bishop Potter appeals will consent to 
do this a victory over the powers of Tam- . 
many and of evil can be won with ease, and 
the fruits of victory can be retained if the 
victors are persistent, But unity and per- 
eistence are not eagily secured. ‘The lack 
of the latter has made too many promising 
reform movements abortive, 

Much of the advice given by Bishap Pot- 
ter to the New- Yorkers is addressed as well 
to those who wish to see better government 
in Chicago. He says New York cannot be 
redeemed by emotions, by denunciation, or 
dy pessimism. There hag been no lack of 
denunciation in Chicago. There have been 
emotional outbreaks of reform. There are 
here, as in New York, men who say mat- 
tere cannot be mended, and hene they art 
not going to spend any time in reform labors.

AMERICA AS 4 FASHION CENTER, 

Has Paris reached the period of “ dectine 
and fall“ as a fashion center? It would 
appear go. A society woman of Washing 
ton, who is a fashion authority and whose 
entertainments during the Paris exposition 
were the talk of the gay city, has seid since 
her return that American women who go to 
that city to get their hats, gowns, and other 
personal adornments make a serious mis- 

take, a9 American modistes and millinera, 
now excel the Parisians, both in coneeption 
and execution. of costumes which are 
44 dreams and „eymphonles. ” 

This is gratifying intelligence. The 
United States has long excelled in the ordi- 
nary material for dress goods, and at the 
gecent exposition the American silks car- 
ried off the highest honors. In the material 
for men’s suits this country has at last pro- 
duced clothe which challenge those made 
abrogil, while so far as fit is eencerned it 
has long surpassed the sartorial ability 
either of London or Paris. There has never 
been any good reason why American mod- 
istes should not design and fit as well as 
the French. Now it appears they do, and 
selfish as well as local considerations will 
undoubtedly encourage the new movement 
of fashion. 

The United States during the last few 
years has been expanding at a rapid rate, 
It is taking part in the world's advance- 
ment and in various ways is making its in- 
finence felt. It is no longer isolated and 
dependent upon foreign countries. Its art 
has made great strides and foreign critics 
have at last learned that there is an Amer- 
jean school. The best painters in Paris to- 
day belong to the American colony of art- 
ists. In London they will probably not 
make much headway until English connois- 
geurs emancipaté themselves from the 
stupid traditions of the old fogy Royal Acad- 
emy. In architecture the Columbian Ex- 
position set the pace for the Paris exposi-. 
tion, The time bas pasged when the con- 
temptuous questions are asked: “ Who 
reads an American book? Who looks at an 
American pieture?” 

As Americans have made this advance in 
Aterature, art, and architecture, is it sor- 
prising that they have made a similar ad- 
yance in fashion? A well dressed woman is 
a work of art as much as a painting or a 
statue, and there is reason for congratula- 
tion that this country ean not only produce 
the materials that go to her construction 
but also the taste and skill that make the 
ereation attractive and enjoyable. If there 
were no other inducement, the patriotism of 
American women should lead them to en- 
courage home talent. Why should not the 
great republic, now it has made its début in 
the world, do its part towards setting the 
fashions for the world? 


THE “ SWEET SINGER * RECALLED. 

It is to be feared a fickle public has almost 
forgotten Mrs. Julia A. Moore, the Sweet 
Singer of Michigan. It is scarcely a quar- 
ter of a century since she sprang into fame 
as a rival of Walt Whitman il the rag- 
time originality of her verses. Eugene 
Field and Mark Twain seemed to find pecu- 
liar satisfaction in her poems, but the Sweet 
Singer’s verses now seem to be suffering the 
general fate of all poetry in this prosaic 
age. Happily the Cornhill Booklet of Bos- 
ton, whose duty it is to reseue perishing 
waits of pure literature, has turned its at- 
tention to the Michigan singer and de- 
votes its November number to her poems. 
The leading place is most appropriately 
given to the autobiographical masterpiece 
which closes with this touching plea: 

And now, kind friends, what I have wrote 

I hope you will pass o'er, 

And not criticise as some have done 
Hitherto herebefore. 

In the tempered and chastened spirit in- 


spired by these lines it may be well to

the devout and sad-eyed variety, and she 
was rather fend of death-bed scenes in 
which the dyid® wife said to her husband,

BRITISH “NATIONAL TRUST.” 

Five years ago there was organized in 
England “ The National Trust for Places 
of Historic Interest and Natural Beauty.“ 
Its aim is, as a semi-public trustee, to 
conserve for the people the precious land- 
marks of the past and the fair spots of the 
British Isles, or, in the words of its con- 
stitution, to promote the permanent pres- 
ervation™. . . of lands and tenements 
(including buildings) of beauty or historie 
interest, and as regards lands to preserve 
their natural aspect, features, and animal 
and plant lite .-. in trust for the use 
and enjoyment of the nation.“ The mem- 
bership includes many well-known persons 


and, as a whole, constitutes a sort ef honor 
poll of historical and esthetic publie spirit. 

During its half decade of existence the 
trust has acquired by gift or through sub- 
scription two ancient castles, a fourteepth 
century courthouse of timber construction, 
certain early guildhouses, some specimens 
of medieval domestic architecture, and a 
number of sites of historic events and bits 
ot natural scenery. It has also promoted 
accordant action in various quarters. 
Among other things it has interested itself 
in inguring that the Lakes of Killarney 
should be preseryed intact and kept open 
to the public—a result now felt to be 
sonably assured for the present on aceou 
of the personality of the recent purchaser. 

A special object. which the trust has 
just now in view, and which will naturally 
interest Americans, is the establishment in 
the old Henry VIII, palace, by Temple Bar, 
Fleet street, in London, of 4 Clubhouse 
and Bureau of Historical Information,” 
which. shall serve alike for Britisher and 
visitor as a sort of clearing-houge for mat- 
ters of national historic interest, 

Feeling that the ohjects of the National 
Trüst would naturally appeal to all Anglo- 
Saxons, both from a sense of common in- 
heritance in its subject matter and also 
from the standpoint of the traveler, Canon 
Rawnsley came to this country a year ago 
as its representative and spoke in various 
places of its aims, with the result that a 
number of individuals at different points 
became interested in developing an aux- 
iliary organization on this side of the water. 
At the present time Mr. C. R. Ashbee 
ef the Guild School of Handicraft, Lon- 
don, is in the city, aud as a member of 
the governing council of the trust is en- 


an auxiliary. 

There are many why the people | 
of Canada and the United States should 
interest themselves in the work of the 
National Trust, but there is even greater 
reason why we should have in this coun- 
try an organization of national scope which 
should stimulate and supplement local et- 
fort toward preserving our own national 
landmarks and toward the protection of 
our natural scenery. “The Society for 
the Preservation of Seenie and Historical 
Places and Objects” was incorporated in 
New York State in 1895, with aims similar 
to those of the National Trust, and it has 
already achieved important results. Its 
field, however, is confined to the State 
named, There is also a similar organiza- 
tion in California which has rendered ex- 
ceedingly valuable service if preserving 
the old Spanish missions, which are such 
a precious historic inheritance in that 
State. 

There is need, however, for some similar 
society with wider scope, and if the promo- 
tion of an American auxiliary to the Na- 
tional Trust shall, as those interested urge 
should be and predict will be the case, lead 
to such an organization for American pur- 
poses, we shall owe a double debt to the 
promoters of this admirable British enter- 
prise.

Recent Progress in Surgery.

T is a strange coincidence that the year 1846 brought 
forward the two fundamental discoveries on which 
rests modern surgery in all its diversified branches, On 
the 18th day of November the chemist, Charles Jack 
son of Boston, submitted a communication to the Acad- 
emy of Sciences of Paris on his discovery that human 
beings could be brought into complete anesthesia and 
unconsciousness by inhaling the fumes of pure sul- 
phuric ether. One year later Professor Simpson of 
Edinburg introdueed chloroform into surgical practice 

for the same purpose. The war waging between the twe rival remedies 
has lasted since their discovery and as yet neither can claim a decided vic- 
tory.

He succumbed to the trials of his mission heart-broken by 
the apparent non-success of his efforts, Ignas Semmelweis, one of the great 
benefactors of mankind, died, His principle, absolute cleanliness in opera- 
tions, triumphed and with it modern surgery. Today the operating - rooms al! 
the world over are constructed on the same principles; the methods which 
insure an absolute absence of microscopic germs in everything which directly 
or remotely comes in contact with the wound are wonderfully uniform. The 
tender structure of the delicate membrane which covers the inside of 
the abdominal cavity could not stand the inroads of strong chemicals, as 
carbolic acid, which Sir Joseph Lister first employed. The poisoning germs 
were then supposed to be omnipresent and to drop out of the atmosphere 
into the open wound, where their infectious presence had to be counteracted 
by the liberal flow of strong chemical solutions, preferably carbolic acid and 


corrosive sublimate.. Scientific bacteriology has long ago proven this theory 
borne out by our re-

recognize the great influence the heart has 
in the healthful condition of the body, he 
goes much farther and makes the heart 
responsible for every possible sort of disease, 
and would treat.all ailments by working.to 
restore the heart to its normal condition, 
which he insists would at.once cause a cure 
of the disease. | | 
A still more startling theory for which he 
advances many cases as proof, is that the 
sex of a child is opposite to that of the parent 
whose heart was the stronger before the 
child’s birth. He says this is the reason 
why great men have almost always had 
great mothers. 


WEAK HEARTS CAUSE SICKNESS. 


“To be well you must have a stout heart 
and to be sick you must have a weak one,“ 
says Dr. Baker. Two thousand years ago 
Hippocrates, who is credited with being the 
father of medicine, said that the heart could 
not de affected and the person live. The 
world has so reversed itself that now, twenty 
centuries later, practical experience and 
scientific.research have demonstrated that a 
weak heart is the cause of most diseases. 
The Chinese have long regarded it as the one 
important organ, upon which all others de- 
pend. And Shakespeare, 300 years ago, had 
Shylock demand his pound of flesh of that 
nearest the-heart, conscious of the fact that 
it was the vital center and would be the most 
likely to take the victim's life. Sansam to- 
day says: “ You have not made a complete 
examination of any patient until you have 
estimated his heart.“ And Sansam is as 
much wiser than Hippocrates as is Rockefel- 
ler richer than was Cresus. 

A powerful heart sends a good blood cur- 
rent to every part of the body, warming and 
nourishing it, while a weak or faulty one 
must leave many parts pale and bloodless, 
with cold hands and feet and clouded brain. 
A stout heart assures immunity from dis- 
ease, and a weak one offers susceptibility to 
it The former prevents illness; the latter 
invites it. Pneumonia or typhoid fever do 
not occur in persons who have a good heart 
circulation, and deaths from either are al- 
ways from heart failure. The many names 
of diseases are but the different organs or 
parts of the body receiving too much or too 
little impure blood. 

When the proper amount of blood is not 
supplied to the brain we have insanity; to the 


lungs, we have consumption; to the kidneys, 


Bright’s disease; to the stomach and liver, 
indigestion; to the bowels, constipation; and 
to the muscles we have rheumatism, and so 
on, to every part of the body. Too ‘little 
blood and we have anwmia; too much we 
have congestion and inflammation. 

' “ Early und crude conclusions are made 
from immediate and prominent appearances. 
Mature and enduring knowledge is arrived at 
only by looking beyond the effect and place 
of appearance to the primary cause. It took 
the Egyptians centuries to undecelve them- 
selves and learn that the overfiow of the Nile 
Was not a performance of their gods, but the 
result of natural forces they had not sus- 
pected. Rain and snow and sunshine among 
the mountains and lakes at its source made 
visible their results in drought and flood 
along the banks of the Nile hundreds of miles 
away from their real cause. Not unlike this 
the human heart, the center of vitality and 
force of life, produces its visible effects in 
the organs distant from it, and we, Egyptian- 
like, have been dullding with our insane 
asylums dikes to shut out from us the flood 
of insanity, whose real cause fs in the foun-

“Insanity is caused by an improper blood 
Supply to the brain, and a good heart cannot 
be found post-mortem even jn a melancholic. 
The most serious symptom of ‘insanity 1s 
paralysis, and this cannot occur until a feeble 
beart has for a long time failed to supply 
both muscle nerve center with its re- 
Quired amount of nutrient blood. This dis- 
ease has increased more rapidly than our 
Dopulation, for the reason that the habits 
that disturb and wreck a stable heart have 
fapidly multiplied. We have long since ad- 
vanced from the punishment of the unfor- 
tunate victims to simple confinement be- 
tween walls. While we have done with them 
the best that we have known, we have by 
such confinement made it almost certain 
that they could not recover. We will now 
begin to spend some of our time and money 
in giving them limited Uberty with sane 
attendants and such treatment in the early 
months as will repair an enfeebled heart cir- 
culation, and thereby break the drought or 
food that has withered the delicate brain

We would ridicule the short-sighted 
artist who would attempt to have his watch 
indicate the hour of the day by moving the 
hands from hour to hour.

But in consumption we calmly 
lament the inability.of the medical art, by 
spraying’ and ‘steaming the lungs, to move 
this incubus.from its place. 

“Koch did good service by. discovering the 
crows andivultures that we call germs and 
baccilli.that feed on and devour the carrion 
and carcases of dead lung cells. These germs 
do not cause the death ot lung tissue any 
more than a, dozen crows feasting upon the 
putrid flesh of a dead horse caused his death. 
The crow flies everywhere awaiting the 
death and decomposition of animal flesh. 
The air we breathe is full of germs, like 
those found in the lungs. of consumptives, 


calmly awaiting the time when this delicate | 


lung cell will wither and ripen ready for them 
to devour. When the heart falls to supply a 
volume of nourishing biood this will happen, 
and not before. 
Consumptives do not die from waste of 
lung tissue, but from heart failure. The right 
side of the heart, that supplies ‘the lungs 
with blood to get its oxygen, is in this disease 
always small, weak, and fat. Reéndow the 
bankrupt heart of a consumptive and the 
lungs, like the hands of the watch, will take 
care ot themselves and the germ vultures 
will de robbed of their repast. Most all cases 
of consumption.and' insanity in their early 
history are curable,’ but it must be done by 
restoring a falling heart. Go ask the woods- 
man who taps a maple tree for ita sirup or 
the, florist who raises American beauties 
what the force of circulation. has to de with 
the breathing ot the tree or the blooming of 
“In the treatment of rheumatism we have 
made more progress. We no longer leok for 
the cause of the disease at the place of the 
pain, but have traced it towards its source 
as far as the kidneys, and there, in the midst 
of albumen; and acid, have lost the lead. 
When we learn that the kidneys are screens 
set in the blood current, like bolting cloth in 
a flouring mill, to retain parts and emit oth- 
ers, and that their perfect function depends 
entirely: upon the regularity of their supply; 
teo much and they are clogged, too little and 
they carry over; then can we see that to 
have rheumatism we must first have a weak 
and powerless heart. To cure rheumatism 
do not attempt to drown the kidneys with 
somebody's water, but repair the injured

WAY PEOPLE CATCHCOLD. ‘ 

“Persons Who continually take cold 
have feeble hearts, and the least draft 
or exposure starts a discharge from the nose 
or a cough from the throat, which is the ef- 
fort of the heart to repair the chill to the 
circulation. People with good heart circu- 
‘lation do not have ‘colds.’ Children with 
good hearts do not take diphtheria nor scar- 
let fever, and when death occurs from these 
it is always from heart failure. In women 
nervousness is the most common result of 
heart infirmity, and when you slow and 
strengthen it the uncontrollable nervousness 
disappears. Many people know what head- 
ache is, but few know why they have it or 
how to permanently get rid of it. This, like 
most other pains, is intense blood pressure 
pumped into the part by a throbbing and en- 
raged‘heart. The thing that will quickest 
arrest and hold in check the rebellious heart 
will soonest relieve the pain and often re- 
peated ruins the heart. 

„The stomach reports a weak heart soon- 
er than most any other organ. When it has 
a good supply of healthy blood sent to it 
we are wholly unconscious of having such an 
organ. As soon as this is wanting distress 
begins, and eating pepsin or drinking water 
may ease the pain, but can never make a 
good stomach until the heart is repaired and 
sends a fair volume of blood to fulfill its mis- 
sion. 
DIZZINESS MEANS WEAKNESS. 

“Persons who become seasick can be cer- 
tain that they have poor hearts, and sickness 
from a car or carriage or any circular mo- 


tlon comes from the same cause. The boy 


who can whirl round and round in a circle 
and not become dizzy has a much better 
heart than the one that reels over after a 
few turns. One of the best tests ofa 
the ‘whirling motion.’ You can in one 
spect try your own heart power. Go quickly 
up the steps of an elevated railroad station 
and if at the top you breathe comfortably 
your heart is not bad. If you are short of 
breath your heart is not good. We learned 
long ago that a broken winded horse was one 
with an injured heart. But we have beep 
slow to attribute ‘shortness of breath’ in

Cold hands and 
feet—how numerous they are and their im- 
port is still greater. The old saying ‘ cold 
hands and warm heart’ should read ‘ cold

The integrity of the heart depends upon 
inheritance, surroundings, and habits. A 
person born with a worthless heart but with 
favorable environment and regular and ju- 
dicious habits can acquire a heart of great 
power, just as Demosthenese, the worst stut- 
terer, became the greatest orator. And even 
more readily may one born with a giant 
heart by misuse and abuse become a help- 
less invalid. 

“Motion and emotion are the things that 
soonest wreck the average heart. Muscular 
fatigue in men and emotional! habits in wom- 
en. Whatever exercises, develops, fatigues, 
or irritates any set of muscles of the body 
does the same to the heart. It is in perfect 
sympathy with all other muscles. A boy 
makes a few hard dashes on a bicycle at a 
time when he is already tired and by such 
immense effort so strains the heart muscle 
that he is worthless physically ever after- 
ward. A man runs two blocks to catch a

train, he overburdens a weak heart, and dies 
soon afterward. A girl jumps the rope until 
she falls over faint and exhausted from heart 
strain, and few years afterward is a feeble, 
nervous invalid. We now know that even 
a bar of fron subjected to a burden greater 
than its normal resistance, even though it 
does not break, takes years before it will 
regain ite former strength.

To- 
bacco, morphine, arsenic, cocaine, belladon- 
na, alcohol, and chloroform are heart pol- 
sons, and owe the sensation or coler they 
produce to the power they have of depressing 
or exciting the heart circulation. It is uni- 
versally admitted that tobacco retards the 
growth of boys, and it does so by its effect 
upon the heart, preventing the distant parts 
of the bedy from receiving proper nourish- 
ment.

Chicago's home grown farm produce is 
raised under glass. It hag nearly fifty acres 
of ground under glass, the growth of the | 
crops being forced by systems of hot water 
heating. So successful has been this method 
of raising summer vegetables that during 
the last three years acre after acre has beam 
gradually added to the plats under u 
until this year the serious tmroads of the 
home grown product upon the sales of the 
Southern shipments have grown as notigeabie 
as stated. 
Tho former average shipments from New 
Orleans between November and March have 
been from two to three carloads a dey: This | 
year it is estimated by the head vegetable 
men of the South Water street commiasion 
firms that less than a carload a day will 
find a sale, and lower prices than ever will 
prevail in the disposal of the goods this 
season. 

Much Lettuce Under Glas. 

The vegetables shipped from the South that 
are grown here are radishes, cucumbers, 
water cress, leaf lettuce, parsley, beets; mint, 
and mushrooms. The leaf lettuce for the 
Chicago market is grown almost entirely oy 
the winter gardeners of Chicago, it being ase 
serted that Chicago has more acres.of leaf 
lettuce growing under glass than any other 
place in the United States. The other vege- 
tables are grown in proportion to the demand, 
and none of them finds any difficulty in 


this state of affairs being true, in fact, as te 
every vegetable grown in the South, with the 
one exception of head lettuce, 

Head lettuce cannot be grown in 
The experiment of forcing the growth of this 
vegetable under glass has been tried time and 
again, hundreds of dollars have been spent, 
and dozens of expedients tried, ‘but umu 
cessfully. Why this one particular plant will 
not come up, when its near relation, leaf let 
tuce, is the best growing vegetable wupen 
which the under glass process has been tried 
is something absolutely unexplainable by the * 
winter gardeners of the city. The fact that 
it will not grow, however, leaves the marked 
for it clear to Southern growers, and, as can 
be seen by the prices obtained for this vege. 
table, they do not hesitate to take advantage 
of the circumstance. 

In all other vegetables better prices are ob- 
tained for the home-grown product than for 
the Southern vegetable. Contrary to popular 
impression, the Chicago winter-grown vege ; 
table is finer in fiber, texture, and flavor than 
the Southern vegetable, it being alleged that = 
richer nourishment is given the under glass 
grown vegetable, while the secret processes 
of nature appear to be improved by the ar 
tificial warmth of the hot water systems of 
heating. The profits.of the winter gardener 
of Chicago are also better than those of the 
Southerner, as the local raiser has no freight | 
to pay, the expense of maintaining tho art 
ficial heat necessary to force the growth of 
his product being less than the cost of the 
long transportation that the New Orleans 
shipper has to bear. | 


Boston Grown Cucumber. 

The success of the winter gardening of the 
Chicago hothouse men has attracted st- 
tention of men throughout the country who 
are interested in that kind of enterprise. In 
New York the amount of acreage that is 
growing vegetables under glass is almost as 
large as that of Chicago. while Boston has 
long since achieved distinctian as being the 
Eastern center of hothouse vegetable farm- 
ing. In fact, among hothouse vegetable 
growers throughout the country Boston ig 
known as the “ Cuke” city from the fact 
that its under glass grown cucumbers are a 
famous as its fabled beans.

Attention recently has been called to these 
speed tables by an English authority, who 
especially challenges Dr. Gatke’s observa- 
tion that migrating birds make 180 miles 
an hour.

often are afforded by chance to the pas- 
senger on railway trains. It Is no unusual 
thing for crows, doves, prairie chickens, 
quails, and hawks to head with a train and 
try to keep pace with it. 

In most cases a train running thirty-five 
miles an hour will pass any of these birds 
after a few minutes. Perhaps the wood dove 
comes nearer to holding his own than do

most rapidly. A flock of mallards or teal, 
under full headway, will pass a train going 
at thirty-five or forty miles an hour. 

From these observations and from the con- 
servative figures of Audubon and others, a 
modified table of speeds may be attempted. 
Observing the wild pigeon of America, the 
naturalist Audubon ascribed to it a speed 
of nearly sixty miles an hour. His figures 
were based upon the condition of rice found 
in the crops of birds he had shot. The near- 
est feeding ground for them was in North 
Carolina, 350 miles away, and, judging by the 
condition of the grain eaten by the birds, it 
had been in their crops about six hours.

Use Photographic Gun. 


In determining the speed of birds, M. 
Marey's photographic gun has been found 
to serve admirably. It is peinted in such a 
way that it focuses on the bird, taking half 
a dozen negatives in as many seconds. When 
these are developed and comparisons made 
between the size of the photographs and the 
size of the bird, the distance flown by the 
bird in a second is easily determined. 

Another plan is to release the bird on a 


head. Lines are measured off en the sand 
and stop watches held on the shadow of the 
bird as it skims over the ground. With ob- | 
servers at different points to mark the inter- 
section of these shadows, perfect accufacy in 
timing flights may be assured. 

To the average observer of the flight of 
birds everything is deceptive. To compare 
the flight of a large bird with a smaller one 
is especially so. The cormorant of the sea- 
coast seems to be a slow flier, yet he does a 
mile in one minute and ten seconds. The 
honey bee seems to travel like a bullet, yet it 
takes him two minutes to fly one mile. The 
humming bird does not fly as fast as many 
slow-flapping birds of ungainly bulk. The 
quail appears te get away more rapidly than 
does the mallard, but he does not do it.

Cardinal Antonelli was 
the more glad to be able to do this, as the 
nearest surviving relatives of the Cardinal 
namely: Prince Horace Falconieri and his 
wife, Princess Ludmilla—were warm and 
devoted friends of Leo XIII., then Cardinal 
Pecci, who was an object of notorious and 
intense aversion to both Antonelli and to 
Pius IX.

.. MILLS HOTELS. 


Philanthropy and Religion Will Be 


Combined in Shelter Houses for Men 


—Opposition Develops to the New 
Episcopal’ 
Make Arrange- 
ments for New Century Celebrations 


Divorce Laws of the 
Church—Baptists 


Activity in Mission Fields. 


The Salvation Army is to undertake the 
dotting of the country with Mills hotels. It 
has been widely published that General Wi!l- 
lam Booth, the founder of the army, is com- 
ing over from England to reorganize the 
forces in the United States and Canada, but 
that is not true. General Booth-Tucker says 
the army here needs no reorganization, and 
that none is to be attempted. oe 

General Booth will spend at least six 
months in America next year, and his great 
task will be to secure funds for the erec- 
tion of hotels in St. Louis, Chicago, San 
Francisco, Buffalo, Pittsburg, Boston, New 
Orleans, and St. Paul, and in just as many 
other cities as possible. Women will be pro- 
vided for as well as men, although the need 
is less great. The army now provides shel- 
ter for 7,000 persons every night in the year. 
It has to pay what it deems exorbitant rates 
for what it declares to be poor accommoda- 
tions. It is into the vast undertaking of 
providing army hotels for these customers 
that General Booth, is to project himself 
upon his arrival. 


Religion with Philanthropy. 
Mills hotels are hostelries for poor men, 
but General Booth-Tucker says the army 
will furnish what the Mills hostelries lack— 
a combination of religious feeling with 
philanthrophy. General Booth is going to 
put the matter upon an investment basis, 


and so erect these hotels by the sale of 


stock. It is claimed profits can be paid and 
yet the poor be provided with a great deal 


better accommodations than they are now 
able to find in any city. General Booth- 
Tucker says the single man and woman 
can get‘talong in the city on odd jobs, but 
| that for the married man there is no chance. 


He must be gotten out of the city, and it 


is for that reason that special stress is also 


to be laid by General Booth during his visit 
to the country problem. There are millions 
of acres of land and millions of dollars of 
capital which General Booth thinks he can 
turn to advantage all round in the social 
betterment of men and women, especially 
married men and women existing in the 
cities. It is this vast development of the so- 
cial side of Salvation Army work that Gen- 
eral Booth is to take up when he gets here, 
Oppose Divorce Canons. 

ition to the new divorce canons pro- 
the Protestant Episcopal General 
Convention committee is developing, and it 
is predicted that they will not be adopted 
save after a bitter fight, if at all.

No organized 
opposition has been got together, but corre- 
spondence is going on to see if such can be 
effected. The claim is made that remarriage 
of the innocent party ought to be permitted, 
and that to deny it will drive from the Epis- 
copal communion a good many people whom 
it can tll afford to lose. Opinion now is that 
the new canons will be adopted, but the op- 
position is doing its‘best to assert itself. 


For New Century Jubilees. 

Presbyterians and ptists are making 
plans for elaborate celebrations of the open- 
ing century. Their general meetings in May 
recommended that such celebrations be held, 
and committees of both have been at work 
during the last few days formulating plans 
for the same. . Presbyterian celebration 
has in it 4 money fund, but the Baptist plan 
is not yet given out. The Baptist commit- 
tee met in New York on the 20th inst. and 
reported progress, but declined to give out 
particulars until after consultation with 
Baptists South. Announcement will be 
made, it is said, in about ten days. Almost

to a great extent. Some prominent Euro- 
pean surgeons favor the separation of the 
students from the operating arena by plate 
glass. The object of it all is to prevent the 


entrance of atmospheric germs into opened 


wounds. 

Drs. Fluegge and Roberto Binaghi of Eu- 
rope have been working on this problem 
for several years, and have just submitted 
the results of recent experiments to the 
medical world. 


Dr. Binaghi analyzed the air in an operat- 


ing-room in an Italian hospital, also that 
in the wards and in the dispensaries, at fre- 
quent intervals during the months from 
November until July, noting the temperature 
and the varying pressures of atmosphere 
each time. To collect any germs that there 
might be in the air he exposed dishes with 
glycerine-agar in the operating 2 
during an operation, and after the germs 
had begun to form he injected them in the 
necks of rabbits. Of fifty-two animals that 
were treated thus thirty-one developed all 
the symptoms of violent wound infection— 
‘the dreaded wound fever of old hospitals 
and battlefields. He reached the conclusion 
that the germs were most prevalent in the 
presence of high temperatures and pressures, 
and that the fear of surgeons concerning 
the influence of the atmospheric germs in 
infecting operative wounds is justified. 


Germs Collected Without a Mask. 

Following these experiments came tests 
to determine the effect of sneezing, cough- 
ing, and even speaking of the surgeons and 
attendants while stooping over a patient. 
In the first test the germs were collected 
without a mask. In the second test each 
operator wore a gauze mask designed by 
Dr. Berger, covering the nose and mouth 
thoroughly. On the operating table were 
placed trays of glycerine-agar covering an 
area equal to that usually exposed in a 
serious operation. Then the experimenters 
leaned over the table exactly as they would 
in working and breathed, sneezed, and 
coughed at a distance of a few feet. After 
exposure varying from fifteen to thirty min- 
utes the plates were taken into the labora- 


‘tory, where three distinct varieties of viru- 


lent germs were found in all the plates where 
no mask had been used, while hardly any 
were found on the other plates. Indeed, in 


ten out of fifteen of the latter plates not a 


single bacterium was found, but the masks 
were so full of germs that three rabbits that 
were inoculated with them were killed. 


Beards Trimmed or Removed. 

The wearing of these gauze masks follows 
legitimately the agitation of last year, which 
resulted in the general conviction among 
surgeons and physicians that beards were 
fruitful sources of contamination and infec- 
tion. Many surgeons now shave clean, while 
practically all the rest keep their beards 
trimmed down close and take great pains to 
disinfect them before entering the operating 


‘arena. But no great amount of disinfecting 


can be done to the ‘mouth, and; consequent- 
ly, the breath has remained about the one 
source of possible wound poisoning. With the 
wearing of masks and the Seclusion of visitors 
the operating-rooms of 1901 will become not 
only practically but technically aseptic. 

Thus the end of the century sees the crown 
put on what is one of its greatest achieve- 
ments—anesthetic and germiess surgery. 
Within the memory of surgeons now living 
the operating arena was a place of hideous 
torture, running with blood and resounding 
with screams. Surgeons worked like mad- 
men, bespattered with red. And the hospital 
Was a den of poison, to which every patient

arena is a clean, quiet place, with hardly any _ 


blood to be seen, and with a patient who does 
not know what is happening, and when the 
subject is wheeled back to the ward the 
wounds are perfectly clean, with bandages 
sealing them closely.

known. The surgeon of today would feel. 


ashamed to meet his fellows were such a 
thing to occur to his patient. 


Improvement in Operating-Rooms. 


The operating-room of fifty years ago was 
a den. It smelled frightfully. The wooden 
floor was sodden with the blood and water 
from many operations. The operating table 
‘was wood, hungry for every germ. Thick 
straps fastened to it told eloquently of the 
horror that was to be endured on it. A 
gutter in the floor served to carry off the 
blood. Buckets and sponges dyed red from 
previous victims stood in readiness. The 
surgeon who prepared for an operation had 
to muster all his. nerve and make himself 
fron. Without anesthetics everything de- 
pended on his swiftness, for bungling or 
delay meant the probable death of his vic- 
tim from shock. With sleeves rolled up and 
the knife in his hand, he waited until the 
case was carried or led in. A drink of 
brandy or other stimulant was forced into 
the patient’s mouth, and without warning 
strong attendants laid him quickly on the 
table. Even, as he touched it the straps 
were fastened around his limbs and head, 
a gag thrust into his mouth, and the knife 
went in. Often despite the straps and the 
gag the patient screamed till the corridors 
rang, and his furious struggles would make 
it necessary for assistants to throw them 
selves on him and hold him down. With 
this hideous sight before him, the surgeon 
had to cut and tear and stitch like a butcher. 
There was no time to wash away blood, ex- 
qaept enough to enable the operator to see 
to do his work. There was no Ame to ex- 
amine closely. It was a case of rip and 
slash. Even had they been thought of, the 
wonderful operations of today would have 
been impossible, for no human being could 
have borne the pain. Yet in those days 
abdominal surgery was attempted, and suc- 
ceeded in many cases, but only at frightful 
cost of suffering. Deaths from hemorrhage 
were frequent, because often in their wild 
hurry surgeons would cut anartery. Even 
where the operation was successful the room 
looked as if there had been a massacre. 
And when it was all over the patient was 
sent back into the ward with ge in every 
place where the knife had been. Un those 
days stench filled a surgical hospital and 
no one thought anything ot it. It was con- 
sidered not only an unavoidable thing but 
a perfectly natural one. Often wound fever 
would break out in one of these surgical 
wards and decimate the hospital inmates. 

Then came Dr. Lister of England with his 
antiseptic bandaging of wounds, and Dr. 
Morton with his sulphurie ether. And from 
that time on a new light shone in the world. 
From these two inventions dates everything 
that has been achieved in surgery. 


No Chance for Dirt. 


The spectator who happened to look into 
the operating amphitheater of a modern 
high-class hospital today five minutes before 
an operation would fail to notice any signs 
of the approaching ordeal. :He sees a beau- 
tiful shining room, with gleaming white tiles 
on the floor and walls and ceiling. There is 
no crack anywhere where dust or dirt can, 
lodge. The operating table and the many 
instrument stands are of plate glass and 
white enamelediron. Rows on rows of tight- 
ly sealed glass jars hold the instruments. 
Scattered all around: the operating table are 
shallow glass dishes. These are filled with 
the antiseptic solutions, formalin, bichlo- 
ride of mercury, or similar fluids. Suddenly 
two or three nurses, dressed in white gowns 
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that cover them from head to foot, come in 
and take their places by the tables. Then 
the operator and his assistants enter. They 


are in long gowns and caps. The operator patient is wheeled into the arena and lifted 
gives a sign, another door opens, and the pa- (o the operating table.

Every 
part of the sufferer except the part to be 
operated on is swathed tightly in pure white 
linen that has been baked to render it sterile. 

Inany- 
where from fifteen to fifty minutes the pa- 
tient is back in bed, with an even tempera- 
ture and generally with entire freedom from 


pain. ! 
for Operation. 

All this is the result of a wonderfully 
precise and painstaking system. Twenty- 
four hours before an operation is tc be per- 
formed the patient is put on a light diet. A 
hot bath is given and the part to be op- 
erated on is shaved and then scrubbed with 
bichloride of mercury or a similar powerful 
antiseptic. Green surgical soap is used 
often. Then a bandage that excludes all air 
is tied over the surface of the part. Ten 
hours or so before the operation all food is 
withheld in most cases. A little while before 
the surgeon is ready the patient is taken out 
of bed, the bandage is removed, and another 
scrubbing with antiseptics is given, lasting 
as long as an hour sometimes, where there 
is danger from blood-poisoning. While this 
is going on nurses are bringing great linen 
rolls from the disinfecting room, where they 
have been baking to make them absolutely 
sterile. Quickly these are wrapped tightly 
around every portion of the body except 
that which is to be operated on. Then the 
patient is carried to a wheeled table, which 
is pushed swiftly into the etherizing room. 
This adjoins the operating room. 

While this has been going on the surgeon, 
his assistants, and the nurses have been 
busy with themselves. Out of the great. 


lass jars they have taken their long gowns, , 


fresh from the sterilizing oven, and each one 
has undergone an elaborate cleansing. Some 
surgeons demand that at least thirty min- 
utes be spent in cleaning the hands alone. 
None is content with less than fifteen min- 
utes. The routine differs. One favorite 
method ts to scrub the hands and forearms 
with green soap and hot water for about ten 
minutes with a boiled brush. The water is 
changed four times during this first wash- 
ing. Then the nails are cleaned 
and trimmed. Then comes five minutes of 
scrubbing with a bichloride solution, which 
is rinsed off with a weaker solution, this 
rinsing requiring from two to five minutes. 
Then the hands and arms are immersed in 
an alcoholic bichloride solution. This last 
immersion is repeated just before the first 
incision is made. Most doctors operate with 
their hands dripping with antiseptic solu-

nurses are so well trained that they know 
perfectly well just what instruments to hand 
to the operator.

As soon as an instrument is discarded it is 
laid into a powerful bath of antiseptics, and, 
if it is not to be used again, is sent out of the 
operating room to be boiled. While the oper- 
ator is cutting he hardly looks up, but 
reaches out mechanically for what he wants. 
Whatever it may be, an assistant or a nurse 
is ready to pyt it into his hand without de- 
lay. In the meantime another nurse is 

away what blood there is. soon 
as a sponge is filled with blood it is thrown 
into a bucket of disinfectant. It is not used 
again. New sponges are taken out of sealed 
jars, in which they have been put in the ster- 
ilizing-room, as they are needed. So with 
every bandage and every scrap of linen. All 
is in glass jars, and not a scrap is touched 
until it is to be used. Then it is thrown away 


at once. 
Hands Little Used. 


Hardly a hand except that of the chief 
operator tquches the body of a patient, 
and he does as much as possible with in- 
struments instead of fingers. His assistants 
seize the flaps of the skin and hold them back 
out of his way with curiously shaped hooks 
and forceps. They draw back arteries and 
tie them with instruments. They lift out 
the resected portions with instruments. 
Where the field of the operation is a big 
one, patient soon appears to bristle 


skewers, which are used to hold the wound 
open while the operator is at work inside. 
Scarcely has he made the last cut—general- 
ly hailed by a sigh of relief from all around 
him—before his chief assistant is at work 
putting in canules or other appliances to 


Others are ready now with needles and gut 
and silver wire sutures out of the glass 
jars, and the instant the drains are in place 
they are busy drawing the lips of the cuts 
together and stitching them with deep, ap- 
parently coarse, stitches. The etherizer, in 
the meantime, has been gauging his ad- 
ministration of ether so that the patient 
shall begin to recover consciousness as soon 
as all is over.

l is the belief of the police of Chi- 
caso and Boston that the train rob-

ly, and a former convict in the Indiana peni- 
tentiary at Michigan City. 

Lieutenant Andy Rohan of Chicago got 
the suggestion of the story from a Chicago 
crook, and Chief of Police Watts of Boston, 
looking into the records of the rogues’ gal- 
lery of that city, finds evidence that the vic- 
tim was a Theodore A. Perry, arrested in 
Boston on March 27, 1884, charged with rob- 
bing a Missouri express company’s car near 
Peru, Ind. Chief Watts compares the Ber- 
tillon measurements of the Indiana robber 
of 1884 with those of the man killed at Mos- 
quito Creek, and, making allowances for the 
intervening sixteen years, he feels that the 
accompanying tables are significant. 

According to the story told to Lieutenant 
Rohan, the dead bandit had met with the 
Chicago crook a few days before the holdup, 
telling him to keep his eyes on the papers for 
a story from Council Bluffs. This crook did 
not know the nature of the job at that 


the picture of the dead man, he recognized it 
at once. This crook said he knew the bandit 
to be a graduate of Harvard, who had em- 
bezzled money from a Boston bank.

his name, giving that of Theodore A. Perry 
as a gonfessed alias. He told the Chief, who 
then was an Inspector, that he had been edu- 
cated by an honorable father and that he 
would not drag the name in the mire. Perry 
and an accomplice had gone into the express 
car near Peru, were fired on by Messenger 
Loomis, but had bound and gagged him, and 
taken several thousand dollars from the safe. 
Perry was arrested and pleaded guilty on 
agreement with the State’s Attorney that he 
should not get more than four years in 
prison. He served his term. 

Since that time the Boston police have 
thought they saw Perry’s methods in various 


train robberies in the West. The Mos- 
quito Creek affair is considered to be just 
in. line with Perry's work, and this, in con- 
nection with the Bertillon measurements and 
the story told by Lieutenant Rohan's con- 
fidant, has satisfied Chief Watts of*Boston 
that his college bred bandit of 1884 has come 
to the logical end of his career. 

The accompanying likenesses of the Boston 
man and the bandit killed at Mosquito Creek 
are regarded as being more than coincidences 
to any observer, and with the supplementary 
stories by Lieutenant Rohan and Chief 
Watts, an unknown Boston family may sat- 
isfy itself that its black sheep at last has 
been gathered in.

R. MAX HOFFBAUER, a Ger- 
man scientist in charge of the 
experimental fishery station at 
Trachenberg, Silesia, has dis- 
y covered a method of determin- 
Lins the age of fishes. Hereto- 
} fore no reliable method was 
=— known for such determination, 
but by. a series of careful investigations Dr. 
Hoffbauer has reached the conclusion that it 
is just as simple to tell the age of a fish from 


its scales es it is to tell the age of a horse 


from its teeth, or the age of a tree from the 
rings in the cross section of the trunk. Dr. 
Hoffbauer has examined hundreds of scales 
of ca of different ages, and discovered 
that the structure of the scales not only of- 
fered an infallible means of determining the 
age of the fish from which they were taken, 
but also for drawing conclusions in regard 
to the growth of the fish during a given 
period. 

An examination of the structure of a scale 
shows that the latter is divided into two 
parts; a larger, posterior surface which is 
not transparent and forms the visible part 
of the scale, and a smaller, anterior surface, 
which, in the living animal, is hidden in a’ 
furrow of the skin. It is the latter part of 
the scale which furnishes the means for de- 


‘termining the age of the fish. If a scale is 


placed under a magnifying glass one or more 
concentric lines become visible, running 
parallel to the edge of the scale. The place 
where the radial lines meet is the center of 
growth. It represents the oldest part of the 
scale, and is characterized by the absence of 
striation. Under a more powerful magni- 
fying glass it will be seen that the concentric 
lines which have the appearance of the year 


rings of a tree, but not the same meaning, 


are formed by ridgelike elevations of the 
upper surface, which for that reason is rough

to the touch, while the under side is smooth. 
The structure of the scales depends al- 
together upon their growth. Braudelot, a 
French scientist, has discovered that scales 
grow by the accretion of additional lamelles 
to the original small and thin lamelle which 
forms the scale of the young fish. Each suc- 
cessively added lamelle extends beyond the 
limits of its predecessor, and each border 
forms one of the concentric lines visible 
under the magnifying glass. Formerly it 
was believed that every year a new lamelle 
was formed, and that, for instance, the scale 
of a fish 12 years old, would show twelve 
lamelles or layers, and that the concentric 
lines were nothing but the raised borders of 
the outlying lamelles. That theory, how- 
ever, is not correct. It has been discovered 
that the number of layers does not corre- 
spond with the number of concentric lines, as 
the latter far surpasses the number of years 
the fish has lived. The scale of a carp 3 
summers old may show 200 or more concen- 
tric lines. 
Dr. Hoffbauer based his theory upon the 
life and habits of the carp. He argued that 
an animal which sleeps during the winter be- 
gins to take less food as soon as the cold sea- 
gon begins, and that its weight, even under

the most favorable circumstances, remains 


and weight show a considerable increase 

during the summer months, ewing to the 

larger amount of food taken during the 

warm season. He also argued that those 

changes in alimentation would naturally 
react upon the structure of the body. Sim- 

ilar observations have also heen made in re- 

gard to plants. 

An examination of the magnified picture 
of two sum- 
mers which had been caught late in the fall 
proves the correctness of that theory. Sur- 
rounding the cepter of growth are numerous 
lines, parallel to its margin. Those nearest 
to the center are frequently broken and ir- 
regular, but become more regular and 
smoother, until they reach the darker ap- 
pearing zone which represents the limit of 
the first year’s growth. Beyond that sone 
the arrangement of the lines is repeated. 
At firet the lines are farther apart, but they 
become closer to one another the nearer they 
approach the outer margin ot the scale. The 


scale of a carp of three summers shows three : 


zones, each of which is marked by a distinct 
darker band of the same peculiar cture. 

According to Dr. Hoffbauer’s theory, the 
more vigorous the growth of the carp, and, 
corresporidingly, of: its scales, the greater 
the distance between the parallel lines mark- 
ing the surface, the more irregular and dis- 
connected is their course. The repetition of 
those indications of a minimum and a maxi- 
mum growth offers a reliable means of judg- 
ing the age of the fish. ” 

The investigations by Dr. Hoffbauer make 
it appear probable that those structural 
changes in the surface of the scales are not 
confined to carps and other fishes holding 
hibernal sleep, but are also found in other 
fishes, and make it possible to positively de- 
termine their age. The modifications in the 
structure of the scales also give a clear in- 
dication of the intensity of growth during the 
different periods in the life of the fish, and 
enable scientists to draw conclusions as to 
disturbances in the conditions surrounding 
the animal—diseases, lack of food, and other 
influences retarding the normal growth and 
development of the individual.

ATISTICS kept by a Chicago man 
show that during a year his fam- 
ily, consisting of himself, his wife, 
and two daughters, consumed 4,047 
pounds and thirty-eight varieties 
of food. The family lived under 
no economical restrictions, and 
their table was supplied as it has 
been daily for years with everything de- 
sired by any member of the family. For 
this reason the statistics, religiously kept 
and accurate to the ounce, have been pro- 
nounced highly valuable by students of food 
statistics and medical men generally, es- 
pecially since the tables were kept ina casual 
manner, no influence being exerted either 
to augment or reduce the amount or variety 
of the daily menu to which the family had 


been accustomed.

Chiefly Vegetables and Cereals. 

As compared with the whole amount it {s 
seen that 1,924 pounds of cereals and vege- 


tables were consumed, while but 1,000 pounds = ,,., 


of meats, poultry, and fish were eaten, the 
nuts, fruits, eggs, and milk not being con- 
sidered, as they were regarded on the menu 
as but secondary foods. The proportion of 


vegetables and cereals may be regarded by 


some families as being excessive. There are, 
in fact, a large number of families who con- 
sider their tables well provided for that do 


not consume half this proportion of vegeta- P 


bles and cereals. The proportion, however, 
is regarded by statisticians as a normal one, 
and is classed thus by the man who kept the 
statistics, as at no time during the year was 
the proportion of vegetable foods on the 
table regarded as out of the ordinary. 


The table of amounts consumed per day, 
indicate that the human system is capable of 


assimilating a considerable amount of food 
beyond what it has been demonstrated is 
capable of supporting life. In fact, the 
amounts seem extraordinary when compared 
with those allowed under the army regula- 
tions for the support of troops, and to those 
people who have at times been compelled to 
accept the food allotments of the County 
Agent, a day's food of the family of the Chi- 
cagoan would be regarded as a feast for a 
week, with a Sunday dinner but little short 


of a banquet.

Figures in Comparisons. 

The flour used during the year would make 
a loaf of bread so large it would take two men 
to carry it. If hollowed out it would make a 
two-story playhouse for half a dozen children 
and leave room for the dog. A chicken 
weighing 220 pounds, the amount of poultry 
used during the year, would be almost eight 
feet in height and according to estimate its 
cackle could heard four times around a 
city block. Closely pressing the poultry in 
its amount is the item of fish. A fish weigh- 
ing 180 pounds would be almost as large as 
the fish that always gets away. 

The meat total would supply a small sized 
butcher shop for a considerable length of 
time, and the 650 quarts of milk would require 
a jar several times larger than the ordinary 
sized milk man. A flap jack made of the 
twenty-eight pounds of pancake flour would 
make a small sized dancing floor and the 1,344 
eggs, if made into one large egg to be col- 
ored for Easter, would require four buckets 
of aniline dye for the work.

concerning the reconstruc- 
ae m tion of the Salisbury ad- 
ministration in Great Britain. The Premier 
himself has been promoted by his sovereign 
from a 628,000 a year Secretaryship of State 
for Foreign Affairs to the infinitely more ex- 
alted $10,000 a year post of Lord Privy Seal. 
A few brief notes concerning the nature of 
these appointments may possibly help to 
understand the changes that have taken 
place. 

In America there is but Secretary of State, 
who is the ranking officer of the Cabinet, 
and who is intrusted by the President with 
the control of the foreign relations of the 
United States. Indeed, so important is his 
position that in the event of the demise of the 
Vice President, he becomes entitled for the 
remainder of the Presidential term to the 


- right of taking the place of the chief mag- 


istrate in the event of the latter being in- 
capacitated through illness or should he 
die, to succeed him as master of the White 
House. That is to say, were anything unto- 
ward to happen to President McKinley be- 
tween now and next March, when Governor 


- Roosevelt. becomes Vice President, Colonel 


John Hay as Secretary of State would suc- 
ceed to the position of Chief Executive, and 
the world would be called upon to witness 
the presence at the White House of a Presi- 


dent who had never undergone the ordeal of 


a national election. 


Five Secretaries of State. 


In Great Britain, on the other hand, there 
are at present moment five Secretaries of 


State, one for the Home office, another for 


Foreign Affairs, a third for the Colonies, a 
fourth for the Indian Empire, and a fifth for 


the War department. In spite of their num- 


ber they constitute in reality but one office, 
the division of their duties being merely a 
matter of arrangement for the more conven- 
lent dispatch of business. Originally there 


was but one Secretary of State, who was in 


reality principal secretary to the sovereign, 
it being his duty to cenduct his royal master’s 
correspondence and to communicate his com- 


mands in writing to the high officers of state 
when these functionaries did not receive 


them from the monarch in person. Untilthe 
reign of Queen Elizabeth the dignitary in 
question was known as the King’s clerk” 
and as the “ King’s secretary,” and accord- 
ing to recerds in existence the salary which 
he received in the reign of King Edward III. 
was “forty-six shillings and eightpence a 
year "’—that is to say, half as much as the 
pay of the royal physician and of the royal 
clerk of the kitchen. It was Queen Elizabeth 


‘who first gave her secretary the title of 


Secretary of State,“ Sir Robert Cecil, the 
ancester and namesake of the present Mar- 
quis of Salisbury, being thus styled. By de- 


_ grées the work became too onerous fer one 
secretary and others were appointed, co- 


ordinate in rank, one being assigned to 
the duty of looking after foreign affairs, 
another to the management of the colonies, 
and so on. In this way they became, without 
any special law, the constitutional heads of 
the respective departments of the adminis- 
tration. 
Development of the Office. 
Today the sovereign’s secretary, from 
being little more than a mere clerical in- 
strument, has developed into not one but 
five Ministers of State, who, without any act 
of .Legisiature, but solely by virtue of those 
unwritten usages that go to make up the 
British constitution, have acquired such im- 
portance that the signature of one or an- 
other of them is requisite to legalize nearly 
every act of the crown, who are answerable 
with liberty and life to Parliament for the 
constitutional and judicious exercise of the 
prerogatives of the crown, and who, among 
other duties, are required to be present at 
every royal birth, in order to guarantee to 
Parliament and to the people that no fraud 


shall be perpetrated at their expense by 


superposition. They are appointed, as in 
former times, by the sovereign’s delivery to 
them of the seals of office, and also by the 
grant of a patent under the great seal. But 
the place which they occupy in the table of 
precedence is a low one, since they rank 
not only below all the chief officers of the 
royal household but likewise after the 
‘younger sons of Dukes and Marquises, and 
have to yield the pas to even the most 
‘insignificant of the Bishops of English dio- 
ceses. In fact, they occupy the same rank 
as the King’s secretary or clerk in ancient 


days. 
Queer Freaks of Precedence. 


By becoming Lord Privy Seal in succession 
to old Lord Cross Lord Salisbury obtains a 
big advancement in precedence, this par- 
ticular dignity being the fifth of the great 
offices of state. The position of Premier is 
not recognized on the official table of prece- 
dence, nor does it carry with it any actual 
rank, and, although virtually the head of the 
administration, the Marquis finds himself 
as Lord Privy Seal still subordinate in statues 
to two of his ministerial subordinates—that 
ig to say, to the Lord Chancellor and to the 
Lord President, each of whom walks before 
Aim. do also the Archbishops of Canter- 

fy afid of York. He takes the pas,“ how- 
evér, of all Dukes, and has the custody of 
the sovereign’s privy seal, which is 
used by the monarch for all char- 
ters, grants, 
monarch before 
seal, which latter is in the charge of the 


Lord High Chancellor. The office is one of 
great antiquity, dating back to the reign of 
King Edward III. 


There is no Secretary of State for the Navy. 


But the Cabinet Minister who, fulfills the 
duties of that office bears the title of First 
‘Lord of the Admiralty, and, although re- 
ceiving a smaller salary than the Secretaries 


ef State, ranks immediately above them. 


Theoretically he fulfills, in conjunction with 


four naval assistants and one civilian official 


bearing the titles ot Lords of the Admi- 
ralty the functions and duties of the Lord 
High Admiral of the Realm, which has thus 
been in commission ever since it was re- 


signed by the Duke of Clarence, afterwards 
King William IV., in 1828. The junior — 


the Earl of Selbourne, son-in-law of the 
Premier. 
TDTords of the Treasury. 


For the last 200 years the office of Lord 


High Treasurer has been administered by 


a commission consisting of five persons 
two of 


them, the chief, who bears the title of “ First 


Lord,” and the second, who is known as th 


“Chancellor of the Exchequer,’ occupying 
seats in the Cabinet. The Chancellor of the 


‘Exchequer is the actual Finance Minister 
of the government, and as all questions cf 


supply originate in the House of Commons 
no peer can conveniently be appointed to the 
office. At times the Chancellorship of the 
Exchequer and the position of First Lott 


of the Treasury have been held by one and 


the same personage. But for the present the 
Chancellorship is in the bands, of Sir Mi. 
chaei Hicks-Beach, who devises the budgets, 
while it is Arthur Balfour, Lord Salisbury’s 
nephew, who is First Lord of the Treasury.

SKATING AND HORSE: RACING: ON THE CHICAGO RIVER ARE LIKELY. 


————IKATING and horse racing on the 
Chicago River this winter are 
strong possibilities, according to 
early settlers and the Sanitary 
1 District trustees. 

Presidemt Boldenweck of the 
Sanitary board, Captain John 
Prindiville, Alexander Beaubien, 
George Hulbert, and Criss Strassheim all 
declare that.for the first time since 1865 con- 
ditions are favorable for safe ice in the river. 
They expect thousands of people to find pleas- 
use on the frozen stream before the winter 
is half over, and assert that a hard frost of 


revival of the cutter racing, which was one 
of the most popular pastimes in early days. 

The drainage canal is credited with giving 
Chicagoans the chance of skimming the river 
with the shining blades of steel. There may 
be a broad expanse of clear ice from the spot 
where it leaves the city until it loses its wa- 
ters over the controlling works at Lockport. 
By purifying the river the canal has removed 
practically all. obstructions to the formation 
of sound ice. The increase in the current is 
not sufficient to affect the ice to any extent. 
Old settlers are excited by the prospect of 
watching horses speeding on the river be- 
tween Lake and State streets. 

„I would give almost anything to see the 
horses at ft again on the old river,“ said Mr. 
Prindiville. “The best times we ever had, 


a couple of weeks’ duration would bring a 


long ago, were on the stretch between Lake 
and State streets. For ten years we raced 
there every winter, any many’s the struggle 
that caused gossip for years. 

I really believe we stand a good chance 


ot having fun on the creek this winter. You 


gee, all the old obstacles have been removed 
by the canal. Our horse racing was spoiled 
when sewers were turned into the river, about 
1865, I think. The drains were built under 
the bridges, and naturally harmed the ice 
in their immediate vicinity. The canal has 
flushed the river, and there is nothing to 


stop strong ice forming. There will be little 


or no traffic on the stream after the middle 
of December, and if there is it is my opinion 
that the ice will form so hard that navigation 
will have to be suspended. : 

** Later-day citizens cannot imagine the 
fun we used to have. Alex. Beaubien knows 
all about it! If you had a dollar for every 
time ‘ Alex.’ and myself played shinny on 
the river you could retire and live in comfort 
the rest of your days. Take any old-timer 


and the same story will fit their case. We 


used to get out early and late most of the 
winter along about 1840-48, and, muffled up 
like Eskimos, used to play shinny as though 
our lives nded upon it. 

The began in 1845. It lasted 
for about ten years without a break, and 
then came the sewers, and it was only on 
exceptional occasions we were able to get 


the cutters on the ice. I think the last cut- 
ter was out on the river in 68. But all the 
real racing practically came to an end ten 
years before. 

There was Hank Graham's horse, Spile- 
driver; Bert Champlain’s Black Ralph, Pal- 
mers Lady Palmer, Rowley’s Lunkhead, 
Billy Morgan’s fast pacer—I forget his name, 
Pat Morgan’s Gray Eagle,—Pat brought 
Gray Eagle on from Kankakee to clean the 
boards and he was a sorry case when her 
Ladyship failed to show a clean pair of heels. 
Then there was Charlie Farwell and his 
Buckskin, Hank Graves and Lady Kate, and 
a Frenchman named Beauchau used to give 
us a fright once in a while when he got his 
Young Mason (co going right. N. X. Fair- 
bank bought Little Dorritt at Rochester, N. 
V., especially fer the ice, and he came near 
being the best thing in sight. Well, I'll tell 
you, it was about this way, when the river 
froze tight I used to spend most of my time 
behind a horse having it out with the other 
fast ones. One winter, I r mber I was 
out night and day; and my only regret now 
is that I cannot have the same good old time 
again. See Alexander Beaubien about it; he 


knows Chicago like a beok, and what he 


doesn’t know about the racing on the river 
isn’t worth hearing. Ask him if he remem- 
bers the time I cracked his shin in a game of 
shinny?”

diville,” said Mr. Beaubien at the Harrison

When I was a boy I skated on the Chicago 
River.“ said President Boldenweck. The 
canal has cleared the stream, and I’m almost 
sure there will be safe ice for skaters this 
winter. It used to be one of the greatest en- 
joyments of Chicagoans in the early days, 
and it is my earnest wish to see a revival of 
the river sport. 

“If a speeding track is laid out it would 
again run from Lake to State streets, no 
deubt. I think, on this account, a move 
should be made to have vessels tying up for 
the winter keep clear of this stretch as much 
as possible. With good strong ice there is 
nothing to prevent a fast track being laid 
out. The bridges would offer little or no ob- 
struction to racing. The centerplers would 
simply divide the track, and would, in fact, 
make the chances ef accidents much less than 
ordinarily. I have seen coal teams at work 
on the river, and all that is needed to revive 
the old-time scenes is a good, hard frost.

HEN I was a boy,” sald a native

giving time in that part of our 

State was the ‘turkey drunk.’ 
As I remember it, folks didn’t kill their 
Thanksgiving turkey in those days until the 
forenoon of the day it was to be eaten, and 
ously drunk and kill it while it was in that 
condition. They used to say that it made the 
turkey's last moments on earth happy and 
its approaching death a matter of the utmost 
unconcern to it. Moreover, it was held that 
the brandy they filled the turkey with gave the 
flesh a flavor that no bird of its kind that died 
sober could hope to have cling to its post- 
mortem substance. I don’t know whether or

her trade. In truth, a fashionable gown calls 
for from a quarter to twice as much work 


as when plain skirts and simple waists were” 


the rule. Row upon row of stitching. tuck 
upon tuck, requſte time and care, while the 
new bands and incrustations demand both 
skill and painstaking. 

The faithful chronicler of the fashions, for 
instance, describes a tailor-made gown as 
trimmed with bands of cloth alternately plain 
and plaid. This seems simple enough, until 
she adds that the bands which decorate 
A tweed walking sult are finished on the edges 
with a roll of velvet and put on in waves. 
There are six of these bands, three inches 
wide, on the skirt; two, narrower, on the 
edge of the jacket and the sleeve, while the 
double collar, one part standing, the other 
turning down, is made entirely of bands to 
match. This is one of the simplest arrange- 
ments. There are bias bands piped with silk, 
satin, or velvet, and stitehed with row upon 
row of colored silk. Sometimes the stitching 
is in crossing lines which form ovals oF 
equares, and nail-heads or small buttons 
are set in these figures. Or the bands are 
cut into arabesques on the upper edge and 
finished with piping or braid, perhaps both. 

As for the incrustatlons —they are 
works of art; appliques of cloth and velour, 
framed in soutache, and veined with cunning 
needlework in silk. This craze for elaborate 
needlework has brought back all the point 
Russe stitches of the days of crazy patch- 
work, and charming evening gowns and tea 
gowns are elaborately wrought in row upon 
row of herring-bone stitch or feather stiteh, 
single and double, done in coarse ¢mbroidery 
silk. If one has leisure and patience to do this 
for one’s self, the cost in money is trifling, but 


it takes much time, and if done by the dress 


maker must be paid for accordingly. 
— 


Ready-made garnitures, sold in the shopé, 
run to costly extremes. First in the list 
comes gold lace, woven of gold thread. Even 
in mock gold it is not cheap, while the reai 
thing is unattainable for all save millionaires, 


Indeed, gilt braid and buttons are by no 


means inexpensive, and they are not at all 
durable. Next comes the wonderful gar- 
nitures in mock jewels of every sort, in every 
color of the rainbow, in steel, in sliver, and 
in pearls; next the embroideries of the hous, 
marvelous creations in silk and chenille, 
often sparkling with beads and flashing with 
sequins. 

Sets of sequin embroidery in chiffon, in 
colored jet, in steel and jet, gold, sliver, and 
aluminium come for the ccompietion of An 
empire evening frock. To these corsage 
bands and armiets there is often added «@ 
deep border for the hem, continued up either 
side of the front in narrowing form. 

This rich ornamentation is applied on a 
much shaped empire dress of crépe de china, 
lace, or motsseline de sole. ulm em- 
broideries are chiefly used en the hems of 
skirts, instead of all over the garment, as 
was at frst the style. The results thus ace 
quired are quite ciassical. Where simplicity,
